Big Receipts 
by Mail. 

The government will not attack ‘‘mental 
science” as a science, but will endeavor to 
prove that Helen Wilmans’ one aim was to 
secure money, and that the imagination of 
her “‘patients’’ was the only - thing. that 
might give them relief from the thousand 
and one ills that they asked her to cure. 

The letters and information derived out- 
side show that the business has been most 
anager enes especially for the last four years, 
he receipts having been from five thou- 
sand to eight thousand dollars a month 
and sometimes more. 

Letters were received from all parts of 
the United States, Caneda, British Colum- 
bia, England, South. Africa, Australia, Ire- 
land, Germany and Frence. Almost every 
part of the world paid tribute to her great 
‘ideal brain.’’ One man of 60 wanted a new 
head of hair. A man-in northern New 
York wrote that one leg was shorter than 
the otrer, and he paid $12 for Helen Wil- 
mans’ Leip to make the short leg grow 
equal in length to the other. 

The government secured important. evl- 
dence against Mrs. Wilmans through Ed- 
ward G. Overbeck, a Cincinnati lawyer, who 
wrote to be cured of consumption. She 
agreed to give him ‘“‘thought connection’’ at 
certain hours of the day, and government 


officers and other witnesses stationed at 
Seabreeze at the same time found that 
when she should have been giving this par- 
ticular case treatment she was away fish- 
ing or entertaining friends. Many other 
similar cases where the evidence was se- 
cured’ in this mannér are in the govern- 
ments posssession, it is said. 

Scores of women wishing to cure hus- 
bands, brothers and relatives of the drink 
habit unknown to the “‘“patients’ sent 
money. as did relatives of opium and mor- 
phine fiends. In such cases Mrs. Wilmans 
announced that she could act through an- 
Other person so at .o effect a cure. 

The government has had in its posses- 
sion a large number of letters written from 
the “‘thealer’’ to patients, which are quite 
remarkable in many cases for their compo- 
sition and. style. The government will e&- 
deavor to prove that Mrs. Wilmans seldom, 
if ever, answered any of the letters or even 
read them, that she opened the letters, ex- 
tracted the money, marked the amount on 
the envelopes and then turned them over 
to her clerks for fepites. The’ clerks had 
several set forms which they usec all the 
time, varying -them as’‘occasion required, 
cortriving, it would seem, to be as blind 
as possible in replying to the patient's in- 
quiriee and statements. Here are'a few 
which show the general character:

The operations at Seabreeze 
have been known in that section, but in 
other portions of the state not much has 
been known regarding the vast amount of 
money received Mrs. Wilmans. 

At the last session of the Florida Medical 
Association the matter’ of “fiéntal science, 
or “absent tredtment,’’ was taken up and a 
strong bill. was drawn to prevent any one 
practicing it. The measure was. presented 
to the legislature, but was killed. It is now 
said to be an open secret thgt the lobby re- 
ceived considerable money to kill ft. The 
meuical fraternity are determined, however, 
to have’a bill of this kind passed, and they 
will doubtless succeed. 

When questioned in Washington.as to her 
power to transmit this “‘thought congec- 
tion,’’ Mrs. Wilmans said it was just as 
easy to have the “thought idea’’ with thou- 
sands as it was with one. She averred 
that, no matter where she was or what she 
was doing, her “ideal brain’’ was throwing 
out this endless flow of helpfulness into 
all her ‘‘patients.”’

A POWERFUL SERMON AGAINST 
LAWLESSNESS, 


CONDITIONS ARE OUR SHAME 


Bishop Galloway Says Unless We Cor- | 
rect the Homicidal Spirit It Will 
Represent National Death. 


COLUMBIA, 8. C., Dec. 7.—Bishop Gallo- 
way of Mississippi, presiding over the one 
hundred and sixteenth annual session of 
the South Carolina Methodist Conference, 
preached a powerful sermon against law- 


|lessness and the “homicidal spirit of the 


’? 


country.” He said in part: 

“The duties we owe to Cesar are impera- 
tive. One of the first duties we owe to the 
country is to exercise the elective fran- 
chise. I am going to vote whether it ‘s 
counted or not, and I am going to put con- 
science into my vote. The loudest critics 
of our government are those who do the 
least to direct its effairs. What we need is 
obedicnce to rightful authority. We have 
got to sustain the majesty and dignity of 
the law. There is no possible condition of 
circumstances that justify a resort to vio- 
lence. 

“We must not tear the ermine off the 
shoulders of our judges. The homicidal 
conditions of our ccuntry are our shame. 
There are three times as many homicides 
per thousand of population in our land 
as in. England. What we need is osbe- 
.dience to legal authority. I had the priv- 
illege of spending some weeks in Eng- 
land, and what impressed me most was 
the policeman of London. He was as re- 
spected and, considered almost as much 
as a man of high breeding. Wheu he 
raised his finger everything stopped and 
every delivery. wagon and even the car- 
riage of a nobleman could not move un- 
til that finger dropped. That uplifted 
finger impressed me more than anything 
I saw in England. Do you know that in 
England in every 10,000 deaths seven are 
murdered, and in the United States: in 
every 10,000 deaths 21 are murdered? The 
homicide spirit of our country is a shame. 
I tell you that unless we correct it, it 
is. sooner or later going to represent a 
national death. We ought to exclude the 
pistol.”

DOES NOT THINK IT THE WIFE 


SUSPECTED PERSON HAS BEEN 
TOLD OF SENTIMENT BY 
FRIENDS. 


STATE KEEPS 11S OWN COUNSEL 


Mrs. Richardson Will Be -Tried 

Plattsburg Jan. 13—Her Friends 
Are Loyal to Her. 

SAVANNAH, Mo., Dec) 8.—The prosecu- 


ting authorities of Andrew County have not 
yet given any public intimation that they 


at 


investigation of the murder of Frank W. 
Richardson at his home in Savannah last 


Christmas eve. 
If his arrest has been ordered and an 


attempt is being made to find him, they 
are proceeding with such great secrecy 
that the conclusion prevalent in the com- 
munity is that he is not being sought. 

Thomas Fife, father of Stuart, says that 
he has not been informed that his son is 
wanted. 

‘I do not feel like volunteering any 
information about Stuart’s present resi- 
dence,’’ he says, ‘‘but he is certainly in no 
sense a fugitive from justice. 

“Stuart can be found whenever the au- 
thorities want him. Let them come to me 
for information. They have not done this 
and I do not expect them to do so, because 
I do not believe they any longer regard the 
gp 2 that Stuart had anything to do with 
the shooting as tenable. ut if they think 
he can help them to solve the mystery, let 
them come to me. I ‘will be able, I think, 
to tell them where he is.”’ 

Lloyd W. Booher, prosecuting attorney, 
will neither affirm nor deny a report that 
an information has been filed against Fife. 
He replies to the question with the state- 
ment that the inquiry involves official 
business, the secrecy of which he is bound 
under oath to’ keep. 

When the suggestion that, if such an 
information has not been filed his official 
oath would not be violated Wd a state- 
ment to that effect, is made to him, he says 
that by answering indirect questions, much 
direct and important information, which 
must be kept secret until the proper time, 
might be elicited from him, and that he 
does not intend to set a precedent by an- 
swering even one 


Mr. Booher’s Position 
Causes Comment.

They do not believe that these develo 
ments, if they should materialize, will 
prejudice Fife’s case in any degree, and 
some of them will be greatly mistaken in 
the opinions they now hold if suspicion 
Shall not be defiecfed from him altogether. 

Conservative men here estimate that the 
majority sentiment of this community. is 
that Stuart Fife did not kill Frank Rich- 
ardson., 

They say this. sentiment will spread 
throughout the county when certain facts, 
that only recently have come to light shall 
have been circulated widely enough. 

The persons who hold this theory believe 
that the same evidence that exonerates 
Fife in their minds, indicates that the real 
slayer of Frank Richardson is a man of 
wealth who appears on the streets of Sa- 
vannah every day; whose name has never 
been mentioned publicly in an incriminat- 
ee manner in connection with the tragedy; 
who comes and goes in business and social! 
intercourse without molestation or question 
and who scorns the suspicion of the com- 
munity—a suspicion of which he has been 
informed, 

If his friends had never told him, he prob- 
ably would have remained in ignorance of 
the opinion held of him. 

His possible connection with the tragedy 
has been discussed at frresides, in stores, 
at social gatherings and, indeed, at al! 
places where men may drop into confiden- 
ttal intercourse. But always, it has been 
guarded as a secret from him, none dar- 
ing to accuse him lest the facts as the 
were understood ‘could not be established. 

His friends informed him soon as they 
heard the gossip. He treated the informa- 
tion with apparent indifference, saying he 
had no doubt of his innocence whatever the 
community might think. 


Man Was a Close 
Friend of Family. 
This man was on especially friendly rela- 
tions with both Mr. and Mrs. Richardson, 


and the motive assigned by those who 
think he shot Richardson is the same as 
tnat which was assignea against Fire—that 
he was surprised by the huspand whiie 
making a ciandestine cail upon the wife, 
and that there ensued an aitercation in 
which it became necessary for him to pro- 
tect himself. 

The theory that Fife was implicated has 
only recentiy been losing ground, and the 
change is due to the statements of an-ai- 
legea witness who was driving a team of 
horses hitched to farm wagon, aiwong a 
street, near the Richardson home. He saia 
he saw Mrs. Richardson—who was goiug to- 
wards the puoduc square on One side of 
whicn is her husband's store—meet a man 
whom he subsequently revugnigzed as tne 
person who is now suspeéectea of the shoot- 
ing. 

‘ihis person, the witness says, was going 
towards the Richardson home, and Mrs. 
Kicnardson turned and went in he direc- 
tion. The witnesses say he thought nothing 
more of what he had seen unti nis horses 
became unmanageaoie near the Richardson 
home, and that while he was quising them, 
he saw the man and woman enier the 
house. A few minutes later, he says, the 
shooting occurred. 

Some persons have said they saw the 
same man running near the scene of the 
tragedy about that hour. 

It is said the tesiimony of these witnesses 
was nted to a speciaily impaneled

So far there has 
not been any indication that the grandjury 
has acted on it.

swore to uphold the constitution of his 
adopted country, James Jackson of 2%" 
Broadway, Cambridge, has been suspended 
from membership in the Second Reformed 
Presbyterian Church of Boston by Rev. J. 
M. Foster, the pastor, and the New York 
presbytery of the church at its fall meet- 
ing held in Boston last week confirmed the 
sentence, refusing to sanction the action of 
Rev. 8. G. Shaw, pastor cf the First Re- 
formed Presbyterian Church of Cambridge 
in admittiig Mr. Jackson to membersiup 
in his congregation atter his suspension. 

Mr. Jackson is a native of scut.and and 

came to this country in 18%. tte nad al- 
ways been a member of the Keformed Prcs- 
byterian Church and at once joined Mr. 
Foster's flock, where ne was considered a 
member in good standing unth January 
last. 
At the beginning of the year he was eivct- 
ed an elder of tne churen. Ail eluers are 
obliged to undergo an cxamination as {0 
their fitness for the honor and responsioill- 
ties conferred upon them, and it was wnile 
he was being exumined that the fact leahed 
out that Mr. Jackson nad tccome a citizen 
of his adopted country and nad sworn to 
uphold its constitution a year before. 


Called to Account 


for His Action. 
Mr. Jackson explained that his wife had 


the year 1900 and that he had simply become 


a citizen in order to avoid any question 
that might arise as to her rignt to land 
here on her return, but to no purpose. Mr. 
Foster was determined and decided that Mr. 
Jackson must acknowledge his wrong-dolng 
and repent or leave the church. Mr. Jack- 
son contended that he had done no wrong, 
so he was suspended from membership. He 
soon found refuge in a church of the same 
denomination in Cambridge and has since 
been a regular attendant there. 

But his troubles were not to be gotten rid 
of so easily. As soon as Mr. Foster learned 
that the First Reformed Presbyterian 
Church of Cambridge had admitted Mr. 
Jackson tu membership he drew up a com- 
plaint to the presbytery of the church. 

After devoting a full day to discussion and 
consideration of the cause the presbytery 
sustained the complaint and ordered the 
Cambridge church to reverse its action. 
thus placing Mr. Jackson once more unler 
suspension. 

hen seen by a reporter Mr. Jackson de- 
clined to discuss the case. ‘I am sorry it 
has got into the papers, he said, ‘“‘but I 
am content to let Mr. Foster do the talk- 
ing for the present. The matter is by no 
means ended, however, but I do not care 
to make public at this time the steps that 
[ shall take to preserve my rights. 

“The mere statement of the case as it 
stands puts it in an altogether wrong 
light,”"’ explained Mr. Foster when the cor- 
respondent called at his house. “It is true 
that we look on the constitution of the 
United States as an immoral document and 
an insult to the Almighty in that it makes 
no mention whatever of God and claims for 
the people that sovereign power which be- 
longs to alone, 

‘“‘We claim to be just as good citizens as 
any other people within its borders and we 
are just as anxious for its prosperity as 
anybody else, and in refusing to accept the 
constitution as it stands we simply show 
our —" to the source of all power 
and good.”’ 


Long a Cause 
of Dissension. 

The question of acknowledging the consti- 
tution of the United States, Mr. Foster ex- 
plained, has been a bone of contention in 
the Reformed Presbyterian Church for a 


great many years. As early as 1833 (he de- 
nomination was split in half by the re- 
fusal of thirty ministers and a large per- 
centage of members to conform to this rule, 
the withdrawing members forming what 
was known as the New Light Covenanters. 
Rev. Mr. Foster says the antagonism of 
church to the naturalization of citizens 
is not directed alone against the United 
States government. 
‘‘Weo have missionaries !n Turkey, Syria 
and Cyprus,” he says, ‘‘and they hold the 
same attitude toward those zovernmerits 
that we do in this country. e have 
churches in Ireland, Scotland and elsewhere 
and our attitude is the same.” 
Mr. Foster was asked about the attitude 
of the members of his church in voting for 
an =mendment to the constitution in cease 
suci a one as he favors should be pro 
osed. He answered that a somewhat sim- 
lar question had come up in the synod of 
1899, when a resolution was adopted de- 
claring that for a memmecr of the comnv- 
nion to vote for prohio'.ion qmendments 
wes not to enter complicity with the God- 
less ¢ccnstitution. He sald that nog mem- 
bers now vote on moral questions. 


Merely a 
Technical Offense. 

Speaking again of the case of Mr. Jack- 
son, Rev. Mr. Foster said: “I didn’t know 
that Mr. Jackson had been naturalized unti] 
in examining him last January, when he 


was about to be ordained as elder. The 
question was put in the ordinary way, and, 
much to my surprise, he answered that he 
had been naturalized. He would not say 
that he was sorry for having transgressed 
the rules of the church, nor would he ad- 
mit that he had done wrong.”’ 

“What would have been required of him 
to enable him to be ordained?’ Must he 
have renounced his allegiance?’’ 

“Oh, no; not at all. The only thing re- 
quired of him would have been the admis- 
sion that he was sorry for having broken 
the rules of the church. He could not 
have renounced his allegiance and we 
should not have asked him to.” 

Rev. Mr. Foster's action has stirred up 
considerable feeling between the congrega- 
tion of his church and that of the First 
Reformed Church tn Cambridge, and it may 
end in one of the bitterest Reformed Pres-

down on the village of Mount Pleasant, a 
part of Tarrytown, and up to the Pocanti- 
co hills. The inn stands almost at the 
junction of three roads, and so insignifi- 
cant is the little building set in the side ot 
the hill and partly concealed by a few 
houses that it cannot be seen until one 
has approached within a few yards of it 
by any of the highways. 

Just around the turn of one of these roads 
begins the front lawn of one of Melin’s 
neighbors. Indeed, if the house were sim- 
llarly situated to the inn, only the width 
of the Sleepy Hollow road would separate 
them. But the iront lawn of Melin's neigh- 
bor happens to be a half mile long, and 
altogether some fifteen thousand acres lie 
about the home. It is impossible to see 
Melin’s httle inn from front porch, window 
or cupola of the.palace of the Pocantico 
hills, and this might be the reason why 
John Melin and his next door neighbor, 
John D. Rockefeller, are not neighborly— 
but it isn’t. Ihe reason is that Rockefeller 
sought to get possession of Melin’s place 
and the innkeeper not only frustrated him, 
but carried the war into the enemy’s coun- 
try and beat out the Rockefeller candidate 
last election. 

Melin, the innkeeper, had the advantage 
of being first on the ground. For 17 years 
his t pelt anna per A establishment has 
been a familiar landmark in the neighbor- 
hood, and the smiling Swede and his wife, 
who together run the place, are known to 
everyone in the countryside for miles 
around. -Mr.. Rockefeller cannot claim so 
much on this score, though no one will 
doubt that, in the fewer years of his res- 
idence in the community he has done more 
to merit attention than has his humble 
neighbor. 

Melin—‘‘The only man that ever beat the 
Rockefellers,’’ as he is locally described— 
is a big. broad-shouldered, slow-moving, 
heavy-built Swede. Shrewdness and good- 
nature beam from his pleasant, gray-blue 
eyes. His speech is slow and mild, and 
what he says is characterized by a well- 
considered common _ sense. The man’s 
whole personality breathes forth personal 
independence, combined with a tolerant 
charity for others. One can see that his 
55 vears have mellowed instead of hardened 
him. He would rather be friendly with 
the whole world than quarrel with any- 
one, but there is that in the square jaw 
and heavy-set eyes that tells of grim per- 
sistence to be apprehended, once he is in 
a quarrel. He would fight without bitter- 
Nessg perhaps, but with unconquerable ten- 
acity. And that is what he has done with 
John D. Rockefeller. 


Decided to Fight 
Rockefeller ‘‘Back.’’ 

“He fight me an’ so I fight him back,” 
says Melin. “I guess he’s a pretty good 
man, Rockefeller. I got nothing against 
him, but when he fight me I fight him 
back, I guess”’ 

The troubie between the two arose over 
their both wanting the same thing. Being 
the richest man in America, John D. Rocke- 
feller is accustomed to getting what he 
wants. John Melin is by no means rich, 
but he has a habit of hoiding to what he 
ets, and he alreadv had what the other 
ohn wanted, the little six-square-rod plot 
of ground, with the roadside inn on it. - 
sibly Mr. Rockefeller wished that particular 
spot to put up an arbor, or lodge, or a 
bath on; possibly he only wanted it to get 
rid of the inn.

“If he came to me, man to man,” says 
John Melin, ‘I most likely sell him my 
place right off. I sell it to him for less 
than I got offered afterward, too.’’

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Four Men Nearly Perish With 
the Cold. 


ON LAKE MICHIGAN IN A YAWL 


SAILOR ANDERSON KEPT UP COM- 
PANIONS’ SPIRITS. 


His Cheering Words Enabled Them to 
Maintain a Hold on Life until 
a Rescuing Steamer 
Picked Them Up. . «, 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 9.—The crew 
6t the schooner Caledonia, which was 
wrecked off Glenhaven, Mich., had a fright- 
ful experience in a yawl for many hours 
on Lake Michigan after theif boat went 
down. 

The hands, arms and shoulders of the 
men were frozen when they were .picked 
up by Capt. Peter Hansen of the steamer 


Lorimie A. Burton. The rescued seamen 
are Hans Peterson of Kenosha, aged 2S 
years, owner of the schooner; Nels Ader- 
son of Kengsha, aged 35 years, and Michael 
Michaelson of Kenosha, captain of the 


schooner. 

The Caledonia left Boyne City at night. 
A stiff northwest gale was blowing. When 
about an hour out the crew noticed that 
the boat was leaking. The men worked at 
the pump all night, but at 3 o'clock in the 
morning they were convinced that it would 
be impossible to save the boat and prepared 
to take to the yawl. 


At Mercy 
of the Waves. 
Two hours later they left the schooner. 
\Then' they were tossed about for several 


hours in the little yawl. Capt. Michael- 
on and Hans Peterson suffered most from 
he cold, and they were only kept up by 
Anderson, who is a big, powerful fellow, 
and who kept at work sculling the boat 


and cheering the others. 

During the early morning of Tuesday 
they sighted a steamer, but it passed with- 
out coming to their aid, as the crew evi- 
dently’ did not see them. A schooner also 

assed them while they were battling with 
he heavy sea. Finally about 8 o’clock on 
Tuesday morning the steamer Burton sight- 
ed them and they were taken aboard. 

The men were almost perished with the 
cold, and the crew of the Burton worke 
over them for several hours before they 
Were resuscitated. Even when the men left 
for Kenosha, they still showed signs of the 


éffect of the trip. é 
The story of the wreck and rescue as told 


by Nels Anderson is as follows: 

‘We left Boyne City with 600 bushels of 
potatoes in the hold and Christmas trees 
and «slabs on deck. When the tug towed 
us outside a heavy wind was blowing from 
the northwest and we decided to go back, 
but our efforts to recall the tug were fruit- 
less. We then decided to proceed to the 
west shore. It was only about an hour 
afterward when we noticed that the Cale- 
donia was leaking and by midnight the 
chooner had several feet of water in its

“Then men went to the pump, but the 
flow of water was so great they were un- 
able to stop it, and about 3 o’clock in the 
morning we knew the boat had to be aban- 
doned. We made preparations to launch 
ered our ‘clothes and 
eome papers to ke with us. About 5 
o'clock we left the schooner and a few 
minutes later 't capsized. From that time 


on We only saw it at intervals. It was ex- 
tremely dark and I believe that it went 


down. 

“We had drifted about the lake only a 
brief period when a steamer passed us. I 
think it was the Pine Lake. We tried to 
signal it, but it did not see the yawl. Short- 
lv after another vessel—a schooner—went 
by, and finally the Burton came 7longside. 
We left Boyne City only a few hours ahead 
of the Burton. 

‘Had the Burtor not come upon us when 
it did we would dead, as none of us 
could have held out another half hour.” 


Praise to 
Sailor Anderson. 

Capt. Hansen said that the three resuced 
men were almost frozen to death when they 
were ‘picked up. “They had some clothes 
in the bottom of the yaw!l,’’ he said, “and 
they were frozen to the planking. The men 


cwe their lives to Anderson. He is a big, 
husky fellow, and he was sculling the oar 
at the stern when we reached their craft, 
and had it not been for the words of cheer 
he offered his companions from time to 
time they would haye given up hope long 
before we reached them.”

MAY YIELD $20,000,000 YEARLY 


MINING GETTING ON A VERY SUB- 
STANTIAL BASIS. 


The Pioneer Mining Co., Which Discov- 
ered Gold at Nome, Has Realized 
Over $2,000,000 in the Three 
Years Since It Began. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Alaska will pro- 
duce gold for °0 years, and this production 
will range from the present minimum ot 
between four and five million dollars a sea- 
son to a maximum of between twenty and 
twenty-five million. This is the prediction 
of Dr. Cabell Whitehead, who has just re- 
turned from Nome, where he has been for 
two seasons. The doctor will make a re- 
port for the director of the mint on the gold 
conditions of Alaska. 

Dr. Whitchead was seen at the treasury 
department. Befcre him on the desk were 
several large heaps of coarse gold, besides 
a very tempting display of nuggets. Two 
thousand dollars was the value placed by 
the doctor on the largest pile. This gold 
was produced from the property of the Dis- 
trict Mining Co., the stock of which is 
owned by several gentlemen in this city. 
The pile represents two weeks’ work in 
prospecting and mining on the claim owned 
by this company, and subsequent working 
of the mine is expected to prove very lu- 
crative. 


On a Very 
Substantial Basis. 
In the opinion of Dr. Whitehead, Alaskan 
gold mining is being placed on a business 


basis. The indiscriminate rush and flurry 
of the excitement days are over, and the 
output of a season can now be more nearly 
estimated. The gold resources of the coun- 
try have not been overestimated, and the 
work cf giving this gold to the world 
is now beginning to be carried on with the 
most approved methods. On account of the 
rigors of the long winter, the mining sea- 
son lasts but about 100 to 120 days a year. 
and in the season just closed this time was 
considerably shorter than usual. For this 
reason the production, which amounted to 
about four and one-half million dollars, was 
a trifie less than that of last season. 
“The most striking evelopment this 
year,’’ remarked Dr. Whitehead, ‘‘is the 
opening up of bench claims. These are the 
old channels of creeks, lying above the 
present beds of these streams. Many of 
these claims are proving most valuable. 
It has also been demonstrated that hy- 
draulic mining can be carried on in Alaska. 
It was at first believed that it would be 
impossible to run ditches to carry the water 
used in this method, but it has been found 
that these ditches can be constructed very 
easily, and hydraulic mining will be one of 
the most effective methods of gold produc- 
tion in the future. This will result in a 
larger yearly output of the mines. This 
output should continue for twenty or twen- 
ty-five years. Hewever, the country is so 
new, and in cor, “ison so very little pros- 
pecting has bee:. Jone, that an estimate 
of what Alaska will produce is very hard 
to make. The maximum of $20,000,000 a year 
should be reached.” 


Not in Favor 
of Civil Rule. 
Dr. Whitehead does not favor a civil gov- 


ernment for ‘Alaska. He declares thai the 
government, through its appointments, has 
done more to hinder the development of the 
country than anythtag else. he country 
should be ruled entirely by the military 
arm of the government for many yeurs to 
come, noeeediinur to his belief. 

The epidemic of blackmail law _ suits 
which prevailed in the gold districts last 
year tied up nine out of every ten pro- 
ducing properties, according to the doctor, 
and in not one out of every ten of these 
suits was there any legitimate cause for 
litigation.

CIIICAGO, Deo. 7.—““The victim of mil- 
lions’’ might be written on the tombstone 
of young George M. Pullman, the most un- 
fortunate of the unhappy and notorious 
“Pullman twins,’’ who succumbed to his 


melancholy fate on Thanksgiving day. 

He was only 30 years old, this poor young 
martyr to wealth, luxury, overindulgence 
and the things that unwise men count 


blessings. 
Yet, at 30, George Pullman was an old 


man. Such as it was, his life was lived 
out. There remained literally nothing more 
tur him to experience, this blind follower 


of the primrose paths of life. 

At an age,when he should have been, in 
his prime, this unhappy son of one of the 
most famous of American millionaires was 


a physical wreck. 
So inevitable, indeed, was his death that 


not one of those who knew him has ex- 
pressed surprise. The wonder was, not 
that George Pullman had to give up his 
wretched iife, but that it lasted so long. 
He was doomed from the outset, and 
doomed by—millions!

Thirty years ago two sturdy babies, 
George and Sanger, were born to the Chi- 
cago multimillionaire. If life ever seeincd 
full of promise for any babies it did for 
these tenderly cherished heirs of a mam- 
moth fortune. With the advantages that 
should have come to them not one of the 
prizes which life in the republic has to offer 
seemed beyond their reach. As a mattei 
of fact, the most radiant of fortunes were 
i for them. 
vee trom the beginning a curious fallacy 
of their over-fond father exercised its po- 
tency over their helyless lives. ie 
“TI have worked hard oe ey money, 
George Pullman loved to say. ‘“Tha 
en, my children shall be spared my lot.

Here in a nutshell was the educational 
principle on which the twins were brought 
up. It contains a prodigious warning to pa- 
nts. 
The elder Pullman had grown weary of 
toil. His impulse to spare his children was 
the kindliest. Brains and ceaseless industry 
had raised him from the level of a common 
carpenter, the capacity in which he began 
s career. 
pg ce years ago George M. Pullman 
and his brother Albert started business in 
Chicago razing houses, bringing them down 
to the street level. 
Then the idea of the sleeping-car came to 
George Pullman. He put ordinary beds in 
a car, and had to go up <ed down on rail- 
way platforms begging ™ople to try the 
new scheme. He offered to. pay back the 
monéey—60 cents—for each bed to the occu- 
pant if the bed were not satisfactory and 
comfortable. 
Pullman the elder worked with his own 
hands. He knew what disappointment 
meant. He knew what it meant to be hun- 
gry; to go without shoes; to be looked upon 
as a mere tramp workman with no legiti- 
mate trade. 
But when success came he also knew 
what it meant to be master of his millions. 
He did not become.the victim of his own 
vast fortune.

PARIS, Tex., Dec. 7.—A railroad man for- 
merly of this city, now engaged in railroad- 
ing in Mexico, is here on a visit. He reports 


that Americans are rushing into that coun- 
try thick and fast; that they are going into 
every line of business, and that it is simply 
wonderful how they are filling it up. They 
are not only engaging in mining and other 
big enterprises requiring heavy investment 
of capital, but are going into the retail gros 
cery business and other local branches of 
trade, and keep as model and as up to date 
stores as are to be found on this side.

GIFT TO PROF. HENRY A. WARD 
FROM PERSIA’S RULER. 


WORTH MORE THAN PURE GOLD 


The Meteorite Fell in 1880 on Vera- 
min Plain and Now on Exhibition 
in the Palace. 


Specta] to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Déc. 6.—In one of the cases 
in the geological hall of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History has been deposited 
a plece of the famous meteroite known as 
the Veramin stone. It weighs about tw® 
and one-fifth pounds, and Prof. Whitfield, 
curator of the geological section, says it is 
worth considerably more than its weight 
in purest gold. 

Other fragments of the meteorite are in 

several of the museums of Europe, but 
none that is more than one-third as large 
as that now here. It is the property oz 
Prof. Henry A. Ward, who, in the current 
number of the American Journel of Sci- 
ence, details how’ it came into his posses- 
sion and gives an interesting description of 
the original meteorite from which it was 
cut. : 
The Shah of Persia is the owner of the 
Veramin meteorite, and it occuples a con- 
spicuous place in his palace at Teheran. 
It is mounted in a long hall of the palace 
and bears a label, with a Persian inscrip- 
tion, describing its fall, which occurred, 
according to our calendar, in May, 1850. 

As a special favor the Shah granted 
Prof. Ward an uudience when he journeyed 
there and gave him permission to cut off a 
portion of the meteorite for himself, and 
also to photograph and weigh it. He found 
it to weigh 113% pounds, and to be about 16 


inches long, 12 inches wide, 7 to 8 inches 
thick, and shaped like an oblong loaf. 

The Veramin stone, so called from the 
name of the plain east of Teheran, is one or 
only four meteorites which have been found 
after they were seen to fall. 

Prof. Ward was anxious to cut off the 
piece the Shah had vouchsafed him before 
that autocrat might have had time to 
change his mind. He had no diamond gaw, 
however, nor other tools adopted for cut- 
ting so hard a substance. The stone was 
taken to the Teheran arsenal, therefore, 
and a machine planer was used for the 
purpose, 12 natives taking two nights and 
one day to supply the necessary motive 
power to do the cutting. 

Analysis of the fragment of the meteorite 
shows that it contains 42.3 per cent minerai 
and 67.7 pee cent metal, the metallic analy- 
sis showing 92.06 per cent fron, 6.96 per cent 
nickel, 6.73 cobalt, 0.10 phosphorus and 0.15 
sulphur. 


SWAM TO CATCH LINER. 


Jumped Into Icy Water as He Saw 
Rhyndam Sailing Down River. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—Michael Stoska 
wanted to sail this morning on the Holland 
line steamship Rhyndam, for his home in 
Rotterdam. He started for the company’s 
pier in Hoboken on the ferryboat Ham- 

burg. 

In midstream his heart jumped up in his 
mouth when he beheld the big ship sailing 
swiftly down the river. 

Stoska was bewildered for a moment. 
Then with a cry he scrambled over the 
guard rail and dived into the icy water. 

The startled passengers rushed out on 
deck believing the man intended to commit 


suicide. Stoska quickly struck out in the 
‘direction of the fast-disappearing steam- 
—_. and struggled mightily to overtake 
er. 


In the meantime the ferryboat had been 
stopped and deckhands and passengers 
threw ropes and life preservers to the 
swimmer. He kept bravely on for five min- 
utes, and then, convinced that his job was 
impossible, he gladly accepted the aid of a 
life preserver. 

He was hauled back on deck shivering 
and exhausted. In Hoboken they took him 
to St. Mary’s hospital, where the physicians 
said the plunge might cost the man his life.

Miss Rose Taylor, the young woman who 
being burglarized—is Frank W. Conard of 
Perth Amboy. 

Mr. Conard is one of the best known 
young men in the Jersey town. His brother 
is cashier of the local bank. The Conaras 
live in an old colonial mansion of historic 
fame. Aaron Burr is said to have lived at 
the present Conard house, and even Wash- 
ington patronized it as a visitor. 

Here is Frank W. Conard’s own story as 
told especially for the Post-Dispatch. 


, BY FRANK W. CONRAD. 


Late one night last August, or rather 
very early one morning—for the hour was 
2:15 a. m.—I came home, entering the house 
through the back door. The front door is 
eeavi-y barred, so I could not get in that 


ay. 

I had no matches in my pocket, but did 
mot think it necessary to strike a light, as 
a lamp is usualiy left burning in the hall. 

To mny surprise I found the hall in uttter 
darkness. 

This struck me as being very unusual, 
ag there was sickness in the house and a 
light was always kept burning. 

However, I took no particular notice, 
never suspecting for a moment that a burg- 
lar had purposely put the light out. 

My room is on the tep floor of the house 
and I started up the stairs. All went well 
hes I got to the fiight of steps leading 

the top flight.

I got about half way up the narrow flight 
of steps, when suddenly my fingers came 
in contact with a man’s face. 

The face was rough and bearded. 


was the innocent cause of the killing, de- 
clares that Marx offered her no insult. 

Oak Grove, where the tragedy occurred, 
is far from a telegraph office, but a mes- 
sage has been received from there stating 


that Miss Taylor told her family that Her- 
bert Marx only kissed her. Marx admits 


this, and so stated at the coroner’s inquest. 
Miss Taylor is 14 years old, and he has 
known her since she was a baby. He looked 
upon her as a school girl, and said he often 
kissed her. She was a playmate of his sis- 
ter. 

Westmoreland County is wrought into a 
high state of excitement over the shooting. 


It is now alleged that a negro preacher 
named Bird is responsible for the state- 
ments which aroused the opposition to 
Marx. Bird is sald to have made the state- 
ment that Miss Taylor had been insulted 
by Marx, and that he saw Marx ‘ry to put 
his arm around the girl and kiss her. he 
negro has disappeared, and, it.is said, has 
been advised to leave the county until the 
aff-ir has blown over. 

That the men should have accepted an 
unsupported. statement, after nowing 
Marx for a long time, arouses suspicion 
in the minds of many and has led to the 
belief that there was another motive for 
desiring to get Marx out of the commu- 
nity. ‘Thompson and Douglas, who were 
in the whitecap party, will make no state- 
ment except as the organizing of the party 
to punish Marx on the strength of the 
negro, Bird's, story. Douglas says tha‘ 
simultaneous with the firing of the first 
shot by Marx, which ot wounded 
Heflin, there was firing from eight or ten 
different places in the yard. This, howev- 
er, is not confirmed by other evidence. 


Physicians Declare 


Britain to release Miss Josephine Eastwick, 
the American girl imprisoned in England, 
for obtaining money under false pretense— 
not for negotiating a loan on a Canadian 
Pacific stock certificate, which she had 
raised from 100 to 1000 shares, as was gen- 
erally reported at the time of her convic- 
tion. The matter is being presented to the 
state department by Edward P. Eastwick, 
Jr., brother of the imprisoned girl.

Several times he said: “I thought so 
much of him—thought he was my friend.”’ 
Describing the attack young Marx said 
to his -relatives: 

“IT was sitting down stairs reading at the 
table when I heard a noise at the window. 
I looked up, and as I did there was a crash 
and the nfuzzle of a rifie broke through 
the pane, and an order came for me to 
‘hands up.” I did not know at first whether 
it was an attempt by some of the boys to 
scare me, because they knew I was in the 
house alone, or whether it was an attempt 
to rob the place. I could not see the face 
of the man at the window. He was 
masked. 

“IT ran upstairs for my revolver. When 
I returned the sash had been broken, and 
the man was standing there, and again lev- 
eled his rifle at me. I shot, and he fell 
with a shriek. I was shocked. I did not 
know what to do. but in an instant almost. 
another man came upon me from a 4iffer- 
ent direction. I again used the pistol, and 
he also fell back.

“Then, horror stricken at being alone ir 
the house under such circumstances, 1 
started out through the orchard on a run 
toward Mr. Griffith’s.

Mr. Cook went further and, under press- 
ure, acknowledged that, contrary to the ex- 
press provisions of the Corrupt Practices 
Act, the sworn statement of campaign con- 
tributions did not include the names of 
Col. William H. Phelps and John H. Car- 
roll, each of whom, according to Mr. Cook, 
gave financial aid to the Democratic com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Cook also established that Mr. H. 8. 
Priest, attorney for the St. Louis Transit 
Co., was a liberal contributor. 

This feature was brought out in Mr. 
Cook's deposition as follows: 

Question: During the campaign of 1595 
did J. M. Seibert bring $6000 to headquar- 
ters, which he stated to you he had got- 
ten from the transit company or from the 
attorney of the transit company.

His brother 
is cashier of the local bank. The Conarads 
live in an old colonial mansion of historic 
fame. Aaron Burr is said to have lived at 
the present Conard house, and even Wash- 
iuigton patronized it as a visitor. 

Here is Frank W. Conard’s own story as 
told especially for the Post-Dispatch.

Late one night last August, or rather

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STRANGE FEATURES OF ATTACK 
UPON HIM. 


His Statement to Relatives of How His 
House Was Broken Into and How 
the Shooting Occurred. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 7.—It was an inno- 
cent kiss that caused the killing of two 
men and the probable death of a third by 
Herbert Marx in Westmoreland County. 
Miss Rose Taylor, the young woman who 
was the innocent cause of the killing, de- 
clares that Marx offered her no insult. 
Oak Grove, where the tragedy occurred, 
is far from a telegraph office, but a mes- 
sage has been received from there stating 


that Miss Taylor told her family that Her- 
bert Marx only kissed her. Marx admits 


this, and so stated at the coroner’s inquest, 
Miss Taylor is 14 years old, and he has 
known her since she was a baby. He looked 
upon her as a school girl, and said he often 
kissed her. She was a playmate of his sis- 
ter. 

Westmoreland County is wrought into a 
high state of excitement over the shooting. 


It is now alleged that a negro preacher 
named Bird is responsible for the state- 
ments which aroused the opposition to 
Marx. Bird is said to have made the state- 
ment that Miss Taylor had been insulted 
by Marx, and that he saw Marx‘4ry to put 
his arm around the girl and kiss her. he 
negro has disappeared, and, it.is said, has 
been advised to leave the county until the 
aff-ir has blown over. 

That the men should have accepted an 
unsupported. statement, after nowing 
Marx for a long time, arouses suspicion 
in the minds of many and has led to the 
belief that there was another motive for 
desiring ro get Marx out of the commu- 
nity. Thompson and Douglas, who were 
in the whitecap party, will make no state- 
ment except as the organizing of the party 
to punish Marx on the strength of the 
negro, Buird’s, story. Douglas says that 
Simultaneous with the firing of the first 
shot by Marx, which or wounded 
Heflin, there was firing from eight or ten 
different places in the yard. This, howev- 
er, is not confirmed by other evidence. 


Public Thinks 

Marx Justified. 

The public generally agrees that Marx 
was justified in shooting the men. Even 
the friends and relatives of the men ad- 
mit that Marx could have done nothing 
else in the circumstances. The home of 
Marx was visited by Taylor and his friends 


Monday night, but Marx Beagle 
learned of the visit, par tid np ~knOW far, 
what gn ae'y the men ea a e re- 
garded all of them as his friends. 
Although Marx has been reported to be 
in Brooklyn, it is believed he is nearer 
the scene of his trouble ready to answer 
any charges that may be made against 
him. His brother and brother-in-law are 
at Oak Grove awaiting devélopments. 
When these relatives first reached him, 
young Marx told them his version of the 
entire affair. He was laboring under a 
great mental strain and spoke rapidly, but 
every time he mentionet the name of 
‘Willie’? Heflin, the friend who had stopped 
all night at the Marx homestead a couple 
of days before the shooting and who was 
the first man to break into the house Tues- 
dav night, his voice faltered and the tears 
came into his eyes. 

Several times he said: “I thought so 
much of him—thought he was my friend.’’ 
Describing the attack young Marx said 
to his-relatives: 

“T was sitting down stairs reading at the 
table when I heard a noise at the window. 
I looked up, and as I did there was a crash 
and the zzle of a rifle broke through 
the pane, and an order came for me to

CLEAR PROOF OF INSANITY 


BROTHER TELLS OF HER CRAZY 
ACTIONS FOR YEARS. 


Unbalanced Condition Due to an At- 
tack of Typhoid Fever—How 
Her Sister Has Stood 
by Her. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Secretary Hay 
has accepted papers and is endeavoring to 
see if this government can ask Great 
Britain to release Miss Josephine Eastwick, 
the American girl imprisoned in England, 
for obtaining money under false pretense— 
not for negotiating a loan on a Canadian 
Pacific stock certificate, which she had 
raised from 100 to 1000 shares, as was gen- 
erally reported at the time of her convic- 
tion. The matter is being presented to the 
state department by Edward P. Eastwick, 
Jr.. brother of the imprisoned girl. The 
claim is made that she is of unsound mind, 


and has long been so. 

It is thought that Secretary Hay will ask 
the American embassy at London to in- 
formally suggest that this government 
would renard it as an act of comity to re- 
lease the young woman so that she may be 
placed in an asvlum for treatment. 

Edward P. Eastwick, Jr., who asks de- 
partment aid in his sister’s behalf, is the 
youngest member of the family. The eld- 
est child is.George Spencer Eastwick, New 
Orleans, manager of the Sugar Trust, who, 
in 1894, married Miss May Celeste Stauffer, 
a noted society belle, to whom Samuel J. 
Tilden left $100,000 in his will.

telis the pathetic story of his sister's alf- 
fliction with manly and convincing direct- 
ness. He @®rings out the fact that the 
English court refused to act upon the 
charge of foregry, deciding that it was 
done so clumsily that no one could possi- 
bly be deceived iy it. It was obviously the 
work of an irresponsible person. The charge 
upon which Miss Eastwick was convicted 
was that of a misdemeanor in borrowing 
$3000 under false pretense. 


Physicians Declare 

She Is Unbalanced. 
The fullest of the medical affidavits ac- 
companying Mr. Eastwick’s petition is that 


of Dr. Frank Terry Brooks of .Greenwich, 
Conn., the family physician. He swears 
to facts hitherto heid secret, which would 
seem to dispose of any lingering doubt as 
to the woman’s irresponsibility. Shorn of 
vee phraseology, the physician's affidavif 
reads: 
‘“‘T attended Miss Eastwick in the summer 
. She fled from one sanitarium and, at 
last, she was placed in a private cottage. 
There were weeks of hysterical paroxysms. 
during which Miss Eastwick had to be furci- 
bly restrained by her attendants. One of 
the nurses tells of being chased through the 
hall by the crazed woman, armed with a 
knife. I have personally seen her in these 
paroxysms.”’ 
The last affidavit is from Dr. George 5S. 
Gerhard of the Ardmore Sanitarium, where 
Miss Eastwick was last treated in this 
country. Dr. Gerhard states that the wom- 
an was afflicted with ‘‘melancholla, alter- 
nating with acute mania.’’ 
‘*T did not consider her responsible for her 
actions at all times,’’ writes the doctor, 
“though she was not, in my opinion, tech- 
nically insane.”’ 
This technical point Is responsible, so 
Mr. Eastwick states, for all that quickly 
followed, terminating in his sister's in- 
sane crime and conviction in England. He 
opposed Dr. Gerhard’s view of the case, 
insisting that his sister was wholly irre- 
sponsible and making every effort to se- 
cure her legal commitment to an asylum. 
But the allienist stood upwn the techni- 
cality of his diagnosis and would not co- 
overate with the apprehensive brother.

Miss Eastwick’s family has been promi- 
nent in the social and professional life 
of Philadelphia for a century.

When Kin 
Edward VII, as Prince of Wales, visite 
this country, he was entertained at the 
famous old mansion. 


Miss Eastwick’s 
First Eccentricities. 

Josephine Eastwick first revealed eccen- 
tricities immediately after her mother’s 
death, 12 years ago. She idolized her moth 
er and, for months after her motner’s 
death, her life hung in the balance. Her 
elder sister, Hulda, withdrew from society 
and devoted herself to the ailing girl. This 


devotion has continued to the present mo- 
ment, with not a shadow of wavering in the 
seif-sacrificing loyalty of the elder sister. 
It was Hulda who supperted the eee | 
prisoner before the English court, althoug 
every dollar of Hulda’s individual fortune 
had been squandered by the irresponsible 
sister. 

Four years ago Josephine, attacked by 
typhoid fever, lay for months at the point 
of death. She recovered strength, but the 
doctors shook their heads over her mental 
condition. Up to that time she had been a 
gentile, loving girl, with marked devotional 
tendencies. he arose from her sick bed 
abruptly, transformed in temper and tastea. 

While the family watched and wondered 
she bought expensive horses, employed the 
best driving masters and started in to win 
notoriety as a whip. Her individual for- 
tune, inherited fro mher grandmother, was 
ample, and she poured out money like wa- 
ter upon extravagances that would have 
shocked her a few months before. 

Father and brothers expostulated with 
the spendthrift girl, but the only effect was 
a rtial estrangement.

He wes a ccnstant visitor to a handsome- 
ly equipped cafe on Maxmilian’s Strasse. 
[iis punctuality was proverbial, the state 
of the weather making no difference. Ev- 
ery forenoun he went from his lodging to 
the cafe, taking small mincing steps, never 
novieing the shops or what was going on 
in the streets. He selected a quiet corner 
in the cafe, where he read the Norwegian 
und Danish newspapers, sipping a giass o. 
Swedish punch. After a short nap he re- 
turned to the cafe at 6 o'clock to read the 
evening pupers and drink a glass of Scotoa 
whisky. , 

The seevants at his hotei took his letters 
to tne eafe. Often he retreated io a back 
room, where he was supplied with station- 
ery and worked untii late at night. But usu. 
ally he went home at 7 o'clock, when there 
were always a few friends to see him. 

When he went to the theater he put ona 
beautiful overcoat with silk facings and 
linings. He wore numerous orders, ont

PEACE IN AFHICA 


STRONG EXPRESSION BY A LARGE 
CONVENTION.

LONDON, Dec. 7.—The council of the Na- 
tional Liberal Federation, comprising dele- 
gates from every Liberal and Radical as- 
sociation in the country, assembied at Der- 
by on Wednesday to discuss the war. Near- 

ly 500 delegates attended. 

Liberal imperialism was snowed under, It 
was a Startling revelation of a change of 
feeling on the war, for when the same body 
met in August the anti-war party was in 


the minority. 

Resolutions were adopted at Derby de- 
manding that the cabinet send a special 
commissioner to South Africa to conclude 
peace; that Milner be recalled and con- 
demning the concentration camps and the 
martial law. Less than 15 delegates rep- 
resenting Liberal imperialism’ voted against 
these sweeping declarations of policy. 

Unabated confidence was voted in Sir 

Henry Campbell Bannerman. This action 
by the official representatives of the Lib- 
eral caucus is a clear notice to Asquith, 
Sir Edward Grey and ether Liber ex- 
ministers who approve the war, to submit 
or quit. It depends chiefly on Roseb*try 
whether there shall be a Liberal imperi- 
aliism secession or not. He will speak next 
Thursday at Chesterfield. His attitude on 
the present phase of the war is unknown. 
‘“‘Oulda’’ has issued this vigorous denunci- 
ation of the British concentration camps 
in South Africa: 
“I have no hesitation tn declaring that 
I consider the concentration camps and the 
whole treatment of.the noncombatants, 
the women and children especially, as most 
brutal and most unwise on the part or 
the British government, for united to the 
intention professed by them to destroy the 
entire race of Boers it bears the most in- 
human significance. If Great Britain is in- 
vaded successfully by a foreign foe it is 
certain that a similar measure will be 
meted out to the British populations.”’

Arrangements for Bringing Oil From 
Beaumont to This City as a 
Distributing Point. 


GALVESTON, Tex., Dec. 7.—Dod G. Gib- 
son of New Orleans, general manager of 4 
company which has been engaged in sup- 
plying Beaumont oil to the trade, both of 
New Orleans and St. Louis, and is equipped 
with two barges of 20,000 barrels’ capacity 
and a whaleback steamer, which will be 
used in transporting oil from New Orleans 
to St. Louis, has arranged with Charles 
Clarke of this ay for the towage of his 
company's barges between Sabine Pass and 
New VUrleans. 

General Manager Gibson closed a contract 
with the Lone Star and Creseent Oil Co., 
which owns a gusher on Spindietop, and a 
pipe iine to Sabine Pass, for 2,000,000 barrels 
of fuel oil, delivered aboard his company 8 
barges at Sabine Pass, 

Mr. Gibson stated it was their purpose 
to barge their oll] to New Orleans, and 
there pump it into their steamers which 
would take it to St. Louis, which would be 
the distributing point for the northern and 
eastern markets. 

He said his company found no difficulty 
in disposing of the oll, the only trouble be- 
ing the matter of transportation to the 
market, and he thought his company had 
solved that problem and would increase 
their equipment to meet the demands for 
fuel oll and would commence operations at 
once.

The refusal of Harold Gordon, tenor, and 
Harry Luckstone, baritone, to appear last 
night in their roles of Rhadames and Amo- 
nasaro respectively, was the cause, Mr.

The 50 members of the chorus, who had 
expected a payday as the result of last 
night’s proceeds, were sharers in the dis- 
appointment. of the audience. They were 
informed by Manager Charles M. South- 
well that arrangements would be made to 
pay them Tuesday morning. 

The claims of the principals and of the 
Exposition management, owners of Music 
Hall, have been sattled, Mr. Spamer says. 

Last night’s performance was to be the 
last until Dec. 16, owing to the Grau 
Opera Company’s engagement during the 
present week. For the week of Dec. 16 
the Southwell company had billed “Othgl- 
lo” and ‘‘Mignon.’’ 

It was stated last night that it had been 
decided to abandon these more classicai 
works for a series of light operas, and 
that arrangements. were being made to 
bring Frank Moulan and Maud Lillian 
Berri to St. Louis: for an engagement at 
popular prices. 

These plans were upset when Manager 
Southwell received a note shortly before 
9 o'clock, written. at the Planters’ Hotel 
and signed by Gordon and. Luckstone. 

The two singers said in their note that 
they would-not be able to appear in their 
roles. | 

Gordon’s alternate, Sig. Fernandino Ave- 
dano, had left the city, and no understudy 
could take his place on such brief notice; 
nor could Luckstone’s place be filled. The 
dismissal of the assembled opera-goers was 
the only thing possible under the circum- 


stances. 

As the audinece filed out of Music Hall 
and down the steps, two men with ladders 
removed the banners of the Southwell com- 
pany from the signboard in front of the 
main entrance, substituting those of the 
Grau aggregation. 

The Southwell company has played to 
comperatively small houses during its three 
weeks’ run. The poor business is attributed 
to the extraordinary run of Ben Hur at 
the Olympic Theater, from which, the 
Southwell managers say, every amusement 
enterprise in St. Louis has suffered. 

“With a week's intermission,” said Mr. 
Spamer last night, “we ot om to get a new 
start and, with less formidable competing 
attractions, I believe that we could have re- 
covered from the effects of the poor busi- 
ness caused by the general rush to the 
Broadway house. 

“With the proceeds of Saturday night's 
geo g if we had been able to give 
t, we could have paid the chorus. 

“Now the paying of the chorus has been 
delayed, an the company’s season has 
prohahly been ended by the action of two 
of the singers. They were the two who had 
least to complain of. 

“Nightly settlements were made with the 
principals. Gordon and lLuckstone, who 
were thus promptly paid for their services, 
got their money as soon as anyone. They 
ad shown dissatisfaction because they 
were not making as much as they would 
have made if the audiences had been larger, 
aut their sudden refusal to sing was a sur- 
prise. ’

SHARKS IN DEADLY COMBAT 


Fish Twenty-Five Feet Long Dead 
and Its Victér’ Cannot 
Survive. 


SANTA BARBARA, Dec. 7.—One gigantic 
combatant dead and the second mortally 
wounded was the result this morning of a 
terrible fight in one of the harbors of Santa 
Cruz Island. The contestants were two of 
the largest sharks ever seen in the waters 
off this-part of the coast. 

Their fight took place in Kiler’s harbor 
on the isiand and the news of the battle 
was brought to port late tonight by Capt. 
Joseph Arabus and his crew of the schooner 
Big Loafer. Arabus states that upon en- 


hour he saw a great disturbance in the 
water. He ran as close to the splashing 
as he deemed safe and saw a shark resem- 
bling the species known to sailors as killers 
beating the water into fury. The fish was 
striking at another of its species. The 
men watched till one of the sharks was 
dead and drifted Into shallow water. As 
the vessel left the spot the ether shark 
appeared to be dying. Capt. Arabus ex- 
amined the dead shark. which was over 
twenty-five feet long and cut up tn a ter- 
rific manner. He did not go near the living 
shark, but stated that it was reddening the 
wares with its blood and it was cuf to 
pleces.

0, H, Spencer Says Project 
Is Progressing Rapidly, 


MANY PROMISES FOR EXHIBITS 


ALL PARTS OF WORLD REPRE- 
SENTED IN ACCEPTANCES. 


President Francis Now in Washington 
to Personally Invite President 
Roosevelt to Be Present at 
Ground-Breaking Dec. 20. 


In reply to those who fear that the time 
is too short for securing proper foreign ex- 
hibits, Vice-President Corwin H. Spencer 
of the World’s Fair Co. says: 

“We are assured from Washington, 
through official channels, that the work of 
foreign promotion is proceeding much more 
rapidly for this Fair than for any previous 
exposition in America. In the acceptances 
received already all parts of the world 
are represented. Asiatic, European, Central 
American and South American nations have 
promised to send exhibits. 

“In the work of: arousing interest in the 
Fair, the department of state is accom- 
plishing much in foreign countries. A com- 
parison of the results obtained by the Co- 
lumbian Exposition of 1893 and the present 
enterprise, in the same length of time, by 
a gentleman who was prominently identi- 
fied with the foreign promotion of the 
earlier fair, shows that the St. Louis Fair 
is far ahead.’’ 

Mr. Spencer expresses deep satisfaction 
at the progress that is being made. 

President Francis is now in Washington 
to personaly invite the President of the 
United States to attend the ground break- 
ing, Dec. 20. The governors of several 
states have promised to be present. 

Director of Works. Taylor explains that 
the present digging along Skinker road, 
west of the grounds, is merely to grade 
some of the ground for the fence to be 
built around the site, and that it is in no 
sense ‘‘ground breaking’ for the Fair. That 
interesting work will take place at a poixc 
in the “main picture,’’ where the principal 
buildings are to stand. 

An artesfan well is to be sunk on the Fair 
site.. With a aix-inch bore it is hoped that 
a flow will be secured at a depth of about 
1600 feet sufficient for the cascades, canais 
and lagoons. 


Mexico Will Take 
Part in the Fair. 

Powell Clayton, ambassador to Mexico, 
has forwarded copies of official correspond- 
ence showing that President Diaz of that 
republic has accepted the invitation issued 
by the late President McKinley and has an- 
nounced that Mexico will participate as a 
government in the World's Fair. President 
Diaz also invites citizens to send private 
contributions to the exhibits. 

World's Fair representatives will be sent 
to the legislature of the following states, 
which meet this winter, to promote the 
preparation of exhibits: Alabama, Iowa, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Min- 


nesota, Mississippi, Maryland, New Jersey, 
New York; Ohio, Rhode Island, South Caro- 
lina and Virginia. 

President rancis and Director Nathan 
Frank will visit the legislatures of Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, New Jersey, Ohio, New 
York. Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

Director Fred W. Lehmann, a former 
Iowan, will head a delegation to the legis- 
lature of lowa.- Harry B. Hawes, president 
of the police board, will take a similar 
delegation to the legislative body of kKen- 
tucky, his native state. q 

S. M. Nesbit has submitted to the World’s 
Fair officials a suggestion that tick?ts of 
admission to the Fair be issued and sold 
to St. Louis people in advance of the event. 
He proposes that season tickets be sold at 
$15, or books of 20 tickets at $10, the admis- 
sion price being 50 cents. It is the opinion 
of Mr. Nesbit, judging from resuits vobd- 
tained by the Glasgow exhibition of i901, 
that more than a million dollars will be re- 
alized in this way, before the Fair opens. 
He holds that it will stimulate interest. 
in the enterprise to sell tickets in advance. 
The management is considering the sug- 
gestion. 

The widening of Skinker road to 100 feet, 
ifs width as marked on the city plats, may 
result as a matter of convenience and ne- 
cessity.

SAW HER OWN TORPEDO FLY 


SUBMARINE VESSEL SPORTS IN 
WATER LIKE A PORPOISE. 


She Could Easily See Flash of Enemy’s 
Guns and Dive Quick Enough to 
Escape the Missile. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—‘‘Hi, there, cap’n, 
we're going under for a time now; watch 
for us a mile away.” ; 

Capt. F. T. Cable of the New Holland 
submarine boat Fulton waived his hand in 
adieu to Commander V. Geelmuyden of the 
Royal Norwegian Navy, who was on the 
convoy tug Kelpie today. 

In less time than it takes to tell it, the 
Fulton was out of sight. It required seven 
seconds to get under the water, this being 
longer than usual, it was explained, be- 
cause of new machinery put into her since 
the last test. Capt. Cable steered straight 
ahead, having already taken his bearing for 
the white flags. For 10 minutes and 3 sec- 
onds the boat was lost to sight. Nothing 
but her tiny masthead, which was not nec- 
essary, and which would be dispensed with 
in actual warfare, was showing as she 
speeded along ten and eleven feet under the 


sea. 

The steering and the calculation as to dis- 
tance were accurate, for when the Fulton 
came up again she was in close range of 
the mile flags which were to be the marks 
for her to rise. 

Then, for the first time, the torpedo was 
fired from the Fulton's bow while she was 
at full speed and submerged. 

The torpedo went flying under the water, 
leaving a White flash or spluttering of wa; 
ter in her track. This could be plainly 


seen from the deck of the Kelpie. 
The torpedo was fired at 10:03, and in one 


second’s ‘time the Fulton had rigen from 
the water sufficiently to let thé captain 
see the shot from the conning tower, just 
above the surface of the water. 

Immediately after the Fulton had fired 
the torpedo the Kelpie went in search ot 
it, finding it teg minutes later, about six 
hundred yards aistant. It was picked up 
by the Kelpie. 

Then the Fulton began diving and risiug 
in rapid succession to show how ewift she 
is in coming above surface and dropping 
again to the bottom. The shortest time be- 
tween these dives was three seconds. 

The boat was rolling up and down tn the 
water exactly like a huge pogpoise, her 
ba showing for a second o and her 
conn tower never being more a fout 
above the surface. This vas the most mar 
vellous work the Fulton has done. Com- 
mander Geelmuyden owas particularily 
pleased with it. 

“It shows what masterly control of the 
boat the man has,’ he said, as he pranced 
on the cold deck of the Kelpie in his enthu- 
siasm. The Norwegians will probably buy 
three of the boats.

Nine Men Arrested in Raid 
on Chouteau Avenue. 


SOME. OF THEM IDENTIFIED 


WERE AT WORK MANUFACTUR- 
ING THE ARTICLES FOUND. 


Police Think Gang Is the One Which 
Buck O'Malley Said He Was to 
Organize in St. Louis. 


Six detectives made a raid on a house at 
2134 Chouteau avenue at 9 o'clock last night 


and arrested nine men who, they allege, 
were in the act of manufacturing safeblow- 
ers’ outfits. 

Some of the men arrested were partially 
identified as being implicated in the robbery 
of the saloon of William Schlueter, at Elev- 
enth and Hickory streets, on the night of 
Oct. 17. Others are believed by the police 
to be implicated in some of the ice box rob- 
beries that have been perpetrated in va- 
rious parts of the city recently. 

The men arrested gave their names as 
follows: Mike Choemen, Albert Moebes, 
Louls Jackson, Ed Mackson, James 
Kelley, Arthur MoDermott, John Smith, 
Pete Morio and John J. Shaughnessey. 

The raid was conducted by Detectives Mc- 
Grath, Lawler, Murphy, Cordell, Guion 
and Tracy. A full “kit” of safe- 
blowers’ tools, including the dynamite, we: 
found. The police believe that this is the 
gang that “Buck’’ O’Malley said at the 
time of his arrest he was to organize in St. 
Louls. 

The police guspected that Shaughnessey 
was a member of this gang, and they 
“shadowed” him to the house. He was per- 
mitted to enter the house and the gang 
were permitted to settle down to work be- 
fore the police made their entry. 

The house is a two-story brick. The nine 
men occupied two rooms in the rear on the 
first floor. One room was fitted up as a 
sleeping room. The other was the work- 
shop. 


Tools of All 


Kinds Found. 
The police knocked on the door and were 
admitted at once by a woman, who proved 


to be the wife of Mike Choemen. The po- 
lice pushed in in a body and covered the 
crowd with their revolvers, 

Scattered about the room were tools of 
all kinds—jommies, wrenches, drills, braces, 
bits, ete. There were also several sticks of 
dynamite. There was no forge, but the 
stove was improvised as one, and a piece 
of iron from which a jimmy was being 
fashioned was being heated. There were 
vices and other implements to make the 
tools In the room. 

There were only eight men in sight when 
the detectives entered. They were ranged 
up on one side of the room and were cov- 
ered with revolvers while the officers made 
further search for evidence. 

When the bed was torn open Choemen 
was found concealed under it. 

Behind the door hung an overcoat. 
Moebes started for this, but Detective Tom 
McGrath took the coat, and in a pocket 
he found a loaded revolver. Moebeg was 
only recently pardoned from the peniten- 
tiary, where he was sent to serve five 
years. His picture is in the rogues’ gal- 
lery, and he was identified as being one 
of the trio who participated in the Schleut- 
er robbery on Oct. 17. 

The Choemen woman was not arrested. 
The police were unable to find how long the 
gang had occupied the room. The prisoners 
were all sullen last night and would make

AT PEABODY MUSEUM. 


FULL NAME DROMOCYON VORAX 


“Dromo,” as Mother Eve Probably 
Called Him for Short, Was Found 
Out in Arizona.

NEW HAVEN, Cenn., Dec. 7.—Adam’'s 
watch dog has been found. He is in the 
department of geology at the Peabody 
Museum, and dog fanciers are invited to 
call and look him over. All there is to 
him, however, is his skeleton, but there 
is a great deal of that. Not so much, 
though, as there is to his natne. His name 
*“Dromocyon Vorax.”’ 

Prof. Beecher, curator of the department, 
is putting the skeleton together and fitting 
the missing parts with artificial bones 
made of plaster. ' 

“Why did Adam name it Dromocyon 
Vorax?” some one asked Prof. Beecher 
while he was stringing the vertebrae on a 
wire preparatory to éasting. 

The professor looked his surprise and pity 
at the questioner. . 

“Why?" he repeated, “did you ask ‘why?’ 
Because it looked like a dromocyon vorax, 
to be sure. What other reason could there 
have been?’ aw) 

“Why didn’t Adam call it a dog?’ 3 

“Because dogs had not been invented. 

The dromocyon vorax, or “Dromo,’’ as 
Eve probably called him, is the ancestor of 
our common dog. He is larger than the 
canines that walk our streets and keep us 
awake nights with their barking. This one 
was found in 1872 in the volcanic ashes of 
Henry's Fork, ee ny Basin, Ariz., by J. 
Hoisey. It came into the possession of 
Prof. Marsh, and has lain very quietly in 
the cellar of the museum ever since. hey 
just laid him on the floor and put his name 
on top of him, and he hasn't yelped once. 
Recently he was en out for mounting, 
and with other specimens is being put to- 
gether.

Montgomery, on whom has been conferred 
the degree of Doctor of Philology “cum 
laude” (with praise), has caused a decided 

stir in university circles. 


She and Miss Caroline T. Stewart, Amer~ 


icans, and Fraulein Eisa Neumann, a Ger- 
man; are the only two women on whom this 
high academic distinction has been con- 
ferred by the University of Berlin. The 
American women are philologists, the Ger- 


man woman is a doctor of natural sciences. 

Miss Montgomery is a brilllant Assyriolo- 
gist. Prof. Delitzch, whose special branch 
this is, says he has never a more 
gifted pupil. 

She took as her thesis a dissertation on 
the following: 

(1) It is probable that the Babylonians 
had coined money. 

(2) Hammurabi, like the other kings of 
the first Babylonian’ dynasty, was of Ca- 
naanite blood. 

(3) The Assyrian language is that Sem- 
itic dialect which is nearest to Hebrew. 

She defended her thesis with much ani- 
mation and with striking success. Opposed 
to her in the debate which ensued after the 
reading of, her dissertation were three 
00d Assyrlelogists—Miss Romson,Mr. Mac- 
Rreill and Dr. Schloessinger—but she won 
all along the line. 

Miss Montgomery is the daughter of an 
American missionary to the Armenians, 
and she was born years ago at Marash 
in Asia Minor. As a child she went to 
America, studied in the high school in New 
Haven, and was graduated at Wellesley 
College, where she studied German and 
French literature and took her B. A. After 
two years spent the East she came to 
Berlin, where she has studied during six

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YOUNG WILL NOT 
HEAD NATIONALS 


Old League on Tuesday May 
Elect A. J. Spalding to 
‘Succeed Him. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The meeting of 
the National League, to be held in New 
York on Tuesday, will be the most im- 
portant since the famous Indianapoils 
meeting, at which the agreement under 
which the league has worked for ten years, 
was said to have been made. 

It has generally been understood that the 
life of the National League ends with the 
expiration of the ten-year Indianapoiis 
agreement and that the league must there- 
fore be entirely reorganized and begin all 
over again. It is now stated on excellent 
authority that there never was any signed 
Indianapolis agreement and that conse- 
cuently nobody can produce any such docu- 
ment. It is argued that under the Nationa] 
League constitution it wil] still require a 
unanimous vote to change the circuit. 

It is safe to say the magnates have 
never had as serious problems to tackle as 
will confront them when they get together 
this time ready to do business. 


MAY SURRENDER POWER. 

To put the @ituation in a nutshell, the 
magnates will have to decide whether they 
will continue the old National League at 
the head of baseball affairs or whether they 
will allow the American League to becomé 
the leading baseball. organization of the 


country. Doubtless the managers realize the 
seriousness of the situation, although in 
omg se pa utterances they do not ad- 
mit it. 

The hardest blow the American hit the 
National this fall was the placing of a 
club in St..Louis, signing seven of F. De 
Haas Robison’s’ players for the team. 
Next season there will be rival teams in 
Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago and Sct. 


Following the inroads made on the Na- 
tional League clubs last winter the Ameri- 
can has another raid this year even more 
distinctive than the last. The list of play- 
ers giveh out -at the American League 
meeting last week comprises no less than 
21 first-class National League players that 
have been signed by American clubs since 
the close of last. season. 


The players and the teams they have left 
are: Davis and Selbach, New York; Daly, 
Brooklyn; Delehanty; Monte Cross, Flick, 
Orth, Townsend, McFarland, Douglass and 
Donahue, Philadelphia; Burkett, Wallace, 
Heidrick, McGann; Padden, Harper. and 
Powell, St. Louis; Jack Hughes, Green and 
Hartsel, Chicago. Besides these, Kelly and 
Keeler.of Brooklyn and Dineen of HBostori 
are under suspension. 

Against this the Naticnal League has 
signed half a-dozen American League play- 
ers, including Conroy of Milwaukee and 
Hartman of Chicaguv. The only National 
League magnate who has given any signs 
of life ig Billings of Boston, who recently 
threatened, in case Dineen jumped the Bos- 
ton club, to take his check book and sign 
where he pleased. Billings is liable to be 
put to the test if reports from Boston are 
correct. 

As the positive declaration has been fre 
quently made that Nick Young will not be 
re-elected president of the League, the 
magnates will have to choose his successor. 
A. G, Spalding’s name has been frequently 
mentioned for the position, and he has re- 
ceived the strongest kind of indorsements 
from several club owners. That Spalding’s 
election will prebably result in a compro- 
mise between the National and American 
Leagues has been admitted by Ban John- 
son.

At a signal, the orchestra starts the wed- 
ding march, and every guest stands silent 
by his chair, the women uncovered, the 
men with hats on. 

In front of the bridal party walks the 
chief rabbi, clad in black clothing, black 
tie and high, black silk hat. Directly be- 
hind him are the clerical assistants, the 
senior wearing a black derby hat, the jun- 
ior, black felt. 

The groom comes next, leaning on the 
arms of his father and his bride's father. 

The men are dress¢' in regulation street 
attire, with hats ef an description, The 
groom's tie is white, and tn the b 
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of his black sack coat is a small white 
flower. 

Behind the men are the women. The 
bride’s dress is usually white, though delli- 
cate colors are permissible. A.bridal veil, 
caught at the crown, extends to her feet. 
Leading her are her mother, and the mother 
of the groom. 

These elderly women wear black dresses 
of the plainest design. On their heads, 
wholly concealing the hair, are bound large 
silk handkerchiefs. 

This custom of concealing the hair, almost 
obsolete in America, is held sacred among 
the orthodox Hebrews of the old world. A 
married woman must not show her real 
hair to any man other than her husband. 

The custom was first modified In Ameri- 
ca, false hair being substituted for ker- 
chiefs. 

In the local orthodox Hebrew colony, 
many ¢liderly women «wear false hair in 
public, and a few may be seen with ker- 
chiefs, which are always worn by the 
mothers of principals at a wedding. 

After the bride come the three officials 
witnesses to the wedding. 


The rabbis lead the way to the small 
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table-in the corner of the hall. The wit- 
nesses stand 15 or 2 feet away during the 
preliminary ceremony that follows. 


The chief rabbi seats himself at the head 
of the table, the ushers stand behind his 
chair. 


At the rabbi’s left the bride is seated. 
At her left the groom. Directly opposite 
her is’ her mother, and his mother is his 
vis-a-vis. At his left is his father, at the 
end of the table, facing the rabbi, and 
her father sits - to right of the groom’s 
mother, also at the end. 

Music ceases when the bridal party is 
seated. 

At the first note of the rabbi's voice raised 
in a chant, the bride bursts into tears and 


from then on sobs continually unti) the 


ceremony is completed. 

As a rule her expressions of grief could 
not be greater at the funeral of a beloved 
one.

Mr. Michael and associates ériahised the 
Monroe Farming Co., Limited. They pur- 
posed to raise skunks. They estimated thet 
200 female skunks would in two years in- 
crease to 1,228,800. They bought a farm and 
stocked it with 200 skunks, at $2.60 and $3 
each. They began in the fall of 1891 and 
stuck to the sinking ship ten years, It 
finally went down, and Mr. Michael is now 
relating his experience in recreation.

CEDAR log in thé state of Washing- 
A ton has supported a hemlock tree for 
10 years. 

Romeyn B. Hough, author of the Amer- 
ican Woods, found this exceptional proof of 
the durability of cedar while penetrating a 
hemlock forest In the northeast of Wash- 
ington. He found one hemlock tree nearly 
a foot in diameter growing upon a sound 
cedar log. He estimated the hemlock to 
be 130 years old, being guided by the num- 
ber of annular rings in hemjocks of its size 
in the game climate. How long the cedar 
log had lain there before it accumulated 
nutritive soil sufficient for the lodgment of 
the hemlock seed can only be conjectured.

The opening gun in the pariiamentary 


‘battle over the duel and the questions it! 


‘nvoives was« fired vesterday. Herr Basser- 
man, the Liberai teader, interpolated the 
governmen: regarding the matter and was 
informed by Gen. Von Goasler, minister of 
war, that the Emperor had declared, after 
investigation, that the spirit of his order 
igainst dueling had not been observed by 
the court of honcr in the affair between the 
iwo lieutenants. 

In this duel. which was fought at Inter- 
purge, Lieut. Kurt Biaskowitz, ithe son of 
an old clergyman, was compelled upon the 
eve of his marriage to meet a fellow-sol- 
dier against whom he nad no grievance, 
and who, in his turn, had only the kindliest 
feelings for his antagonist. 

Lieut. Blaskowitz was kilied. His anto- 
gonist was wounded. 

Details of the terrible affair have come 
piecemeal from army circies to the wenera!l 
pubtic. 

Upon indisputable authority i appears 


‘thet two of the bravest young fellows in 


the Kaiser's regiments were prodded into 
a fatal duel by their superior officers, with 
no more compunction than a matador ex- 
hibits when he goads spirited animals in a 
bull-ring. 

All this has taken place in defiance of an 
edict by Emperor William three years ago 
forbidding dueling in the army. It is also 
in violation of anti-dueling laws passed by 
the Reichstag in 1897. 

The fight meant death to qa brilliant and 
high-spirited young officer. It furnished a 


‘Roman holiday to a small circle of army 


offieials of the highest rank. 

Lieut. Kurt Blaskowitz was the eldest 
gon of Pastor Blaskowitz. He grew up @ 
bright, handsome boy. The elder Blasko- 
witz determined that his son should have a 


career and make a name for himself out in 
the world beyond Walterkehmen village. 


Gradually from a private in the ranks of 
the One Hundred and Forty-seventh In- 
fantry Regiment Kurt Blaskiwitz made his 
way upward until a few months ago he 
was appointed lieutenant. 

Although one of the youngest officers of 
his grade, he had a large knowledge of the 
“more abstruse questions of military sci- 
ence. When he was not attending to his 
regular duties he used to pore over books 
and maps and lay out plans of campaign. 
On furlough he never failed to visit his na- 
tive village, and his old neighbors were not 
slow to observe that he was courting the 
prettiest girl in the town. 

“Kurt deserves her,’ they all said in 
their homely way. 

Walterkehmen surpassed itself In expres- 
sions of good-will when Kurt was appoint- 
ed Heutenant. He was the lion of a pub- 
lic reception and numerous old-fashioned 
dinners and dances were given In, his hon- 
or. At one of these the engagement of the 
young HMeutenant and the village belle was 
made known. The date of the wedding was 
fixed for Lieut. Blaskowits’s Sth birthday, 
Noy. 32. 

It was to take place at the home of his 
sister in Deutsch-EBylau. 

Two days before the time set for the mar- 
riage Lieut. Blaskowlts gave « bachelor 
dinner to his friends and fellow-officers of

the’ regiment. The celebration was in the 
casino of the officer’s -juarters. 

Jollity and good-fellowship reigned over 
the steaming punchbowis. 

In the general gayetv no one noticed or 
cared that the young lieutenant, through 
his exuberant spirits and a desire to act 
the part of genial host. had imbibed too 
freely cf the contents of the punchbow!l. 

A half hour af-er the lights had been ex- 
tinguished fn the casino and the guests, a3 
wel] as their entertainer, had taken leave, 
Lieuts. Hildebrandt and Rasmussen, who 
belonged to Blaskowitz’s regiment and 
were present at the banquet, stumbled over 
a vrostrate form in the public road a few 
rods distant from the officers’ quarters. 

Stooping over. they raised the man. 

‘it's Blaskowitz!"’ exclaimed the two lieu- 
tenants, a little astonished and a good deal 
amuscd. ° 

Without wasting more words, they took 
bold of the officer and attempted to raise 
him to his feet. Blaskowitz immediately 
resisted and struck out with his fist. He 
had not the least idea who had seized 
him. 

This puny, trresponsible biow was the sole 
provocation for the duel that cost Blasko- 
witz his Ufe. 

The leutenant was finally brought to his 
quarters. Next morning he wakened with a 
bad taste in his mouth and a hazy feeling 
Ii his head. He did nat recollect in the 
least how he had got home the night before. 

He hurried away to Deutsch-Eylau, to at- 
tend the ‘‘polter-abend” festivities in honor 
of his marriage the following day. 

Upon arriving at Deutsch-Eylau, he was 
handed a telegram, which demanded his tm- 
mediate presence at Insterburg. The two 
officers, Hildebrandt and Rasmussen, had 
made complaint against him for a breach 
of honor and demanded reparation or apol- 
ogy. _ 

When the facts came out It appeared that 
the two lieutenants in reality had not felt 
themselves insulted at all. They had mere- 
ly rendered an account of the affair from a 
sense of adhering to the strict letter of 
army discipline. 

When Blaskowitz reached Insterburg he 
found that his fellow-officers had based 
their complaint upon the ground that he 
had struck at them with his fists when 
they had attempted to carry him safely to 
his home after the farewell banquet. 

Blaskowitz explained that he had no re- 
membrance whatever of the affair. He 
readily consented to make any formai repa- 
ration necessary. The complainants were 
willing to accept this proffer and so make 
an end of the whole affair. Hildebrandt 
cordially accepted the apology, and Ras- 
mussen agreed, if somewhat less pleasantly. 

Not so the superior officers, headed by the 
notorious Major-General] Stamm. 

A “council of honor” was designated to 
pass upon the case. This council, consist- 
ing of the commanding officer of the regt- 
ment, Von Relaswits, Capt. Weyergang and 
First Lieutenants Miller and Inach, decided 
that the affair could not be settied peace- 
ably. The “honor of the army,” they de- 
clared, demanded a combat. 

Blaskowitz, remembering his old father 
and the bride that waited him, made a dig- 
nified plea.

‘The Hopediamond is of deep sapphire 
blue, weighs 44% carats and has about 200 
facets. It is cushion-shaped and reflects 
the light in a thousand brilliant rays. In 
the setting it is surrounded by 20 1%-carat 
white diamonds that give it a dazzling ef- 
fect. 

‘The origin of the stone is.a mystery. 
One authority says that it was handed 
down from the earliest rulers of Egypt, 


and another states that it came from India, 
This much is a matter of record: 

The stone was purchased in India by M. 
Tavernier, a French traveler, in the early 
part of the 18th centry. At the time it 
was in the rough and weighed 112 carats. 
Tavernier sold it to Louis XV and it was 
one of the French crown jewels until 1792, 
when it was seized by the revolutionists 
and placed it in the Garde Meuble. It was 
afterward’ stolen and lost from public 
knowledge. 

Poward the middle of the 19th centry 
the stone in its present shape came into 
possession of a London dealer named Elia- 
son, who sold it to Henry Thomas Hope, 
whose widow left it to her grandson, Lord 
Francis, with her fortune, on condition that 
he change his name to Hope. He spent the 
fortune rapidly and now has little beyond 
the proceeds of The diamond’s sale. 
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ganized before Giles began his work. But 
of the whole number of 33 organizations In 
the city, he was the organizer of 27. 5Se 
that the work of Giles has been something 
more than supplemental. It has gone into 
channels where unfonism was a thing un- 
thought of. It has organized the man who 
drives a team as well as the man who 
drives a sole cutter in the Alton shoe works. 
It has gone wherever a considerable body of 
men engaged in a similar work, and the 
whole has been takea into the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Unionizing a community of 20,000 souls is 
not a journey through pleasant fields. Giles 
has reason to know this: He has organized 
men, but they have not permitted him ta 
name his reward. He was a candidate for 
aiderman in his ward a year ago, and the 
peopie returned him a loser with some em- 
phasis. Yet the ward was controlled by 
workers, and the work of Giles had given 
Inany of these better wages and hours. 

¢ There are people in every community who 

do not like an organizer of the workers. 
They object to labels, a demand that a maa 
Shall be paid so much and shall work so 
many hours'a day. These people have not 
been pleased with the man Giles, and they 
have made no effort to hide it. But Giles 
has stuck to his task. He has made his 
rounds and exhibited his argument and the 
unionizing of Alton goes on. 

Giles is a native of England. He came to 
St. Louis in 1882, and lived here, until four 
years ago, when he went to Alton. He is 
some 4) years of age. He is himself a 
worker for wages. He is secretary of the 
Alton Trades and Labor Assembly for the 
second time when one would think so prom- 
inent a figure in labor circles would be 
president. 

Giles is a hustler. He gets few bouquets, 
but he gets the results. He has cleaned up 
some of the trades until there remains not 
one man in the community outside the un- 
ion of his craft. There is no other kind of 
g:ass blower in Alton but a union glass 
blower; and there is the one kind of butch- 
er, vrinter, cooper, cigar maker, ° tailor, 
brick mason, stone mason, stone cutter, 
plasterer, plumber and barkeeper. In those 
trades where all the craftsmen are not in 

lthe organization the major part of them 
in, and they control. So that Alton 
is not Only exceptional for its unions, but 
is a very citadel of organized labor. 


By JOSEPH GILES. 
SUPPOSE that Alton is, for a city of its 
size, the strongest organized labor in the 
state, if not in the country. * This is 
primarily due to the fact that we have here 
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more than 500 glassblowers, whose organiza- 
tion throughout the country is exceptionally 
strong. 

The organization of the workers of Alton 
has given them better wages; it has given 
them fixed hours for work; it has given 
them a systematic method of settling dis- 
putes. 

The union profits the worker here all the 
way from 10 to 50 per cent in his wages. 
This is the difference between his earnings 
before and after organizing. The smallest 
wages in any branch of our trades now is 
the $1.50 a day paid for work on the streets, 
eight hourS constituting a day’s work. 

The second largest union in Alton is the 
Federal Labor Union, made up of unskilled 
workers engaged in many different sorts of 
work. This unton has just been  or- 
ganized. It has now 175 members. The 
retail clerks have 100 members an 
closed stores on Sunday morning. The 
earpenters have 115 members and a scale of 
$2.40 per day. The butchers have 7) mem- 
bers. The teamsters have 60 members and 
make $2 a day. The building trades of 
Alton have nine unions. There are 23 rep- 
resentative delegates in the Alton Trades 
and Labor Assembly, and no person can be 
piaced upon the unfair list until the agsem- 
bly has made an investigation and found 
the offense justifying such action. 

The union dues average about 30 cents a 
month. This does not apply to the glass- 
blowers, whose organization has both local 
and national necessities beyond those of the 
other crafts, 


I have organized 27 unions here. I receive 
for it only my expenses, and these are al- 
lowed by the National Federation. 

Altoa is the better for its unions. It is a 
city in which the men who work and the 
men who employ respect each other. It is 
not exempt from the many disputes and an- 


novances associated with labor everywhere, ° 


but these are taken up from the several! 
crafts te the central body, or Trades and 
Labor Assembly, and none but the persons 
concerned ever know there has been a dis- 
pute or danger of a strike. The strike is 
almost unknown here, The power of all the 
workers in union is power enough. 


The affiliation of all the workers of Alton 
in the craft and the central organization is 
maintained without trouble. We have good 
men at the head of affairs. Then the work- 
ers of Alton are an intelligent body of men. 
They are sane and fair, and so are their 
demands. The result is that Alton is a city 
of moderation, uniformity and wholesome- 
ness in industrial things, a city in which 
everybody may have a dollar. 
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HE fall of 19M will be noted in medicine 
r as being marked by an unusual num- 
ber of cases of tetanus, or lockjaw. 
The disease found victims in every section 
of the United States, and in two or three 
instances an epidemic was threatened. 

Of thenine cases of tetanus so far reported 
at Camden, N. J., seven of the victims have 
died and the condition of the others is 
critical. 

The Camden board of health has ordered 
physicians to cease vaccinating persons un- 
til an investigation as to the cause of the 
lockjaw cases has been made. The board of 
education has rescinded the order of com- 
pulsory vaccination of all school children. 

In each case there was first fever, then 
pains in the muscles and finally the paraly- 
sis of the face muscles, firmly locking the 
jaws. 

William P. Sullivan, chief of police of 
Sun Fraacisco, died of tetanus that fol- 
lowed diphtheria. His friends attribute 
the result to’ the antitoxin used in the 
first cause. 

Cases of tetanus following_ wounds, or 
even slight abrasions of the cuticle, are 
common in.all communities. This is known 
as traumatic tetanus and is best under- 
stood by men of medicine because the origin 
is never in questicn. 

All other cases of tetanus are classed aS 
idiopathic. 

“Tetanus germs are found in great pro- 
fusion in the earth in all large cities,’ 
writes Dr. Kelchner of Philadelphia. ‘The

germs are generated in refuse piles, sewers 
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and similar unsanitary places. They are 
carried by the alr and in any num- 
ber of other ways. They may be picked 
up by contact and carried on the hands or 
clothing, and if they come in contact with a 
sore or wound will develop rapidly in the 
blood,”

ETANUS bacilli o¢curs In nature as a 
t common inhabitant of the soil, being 

abundant in many localities, not only 
in the superficial layers, but also at the 
depth of several feet. It has been found 
in many different substances and places— 
in hay dust, in manure, in the mortar of 
old masonry, in dust from horses’ hair, in 
the dust in rooms of houses, barracks 
and hospitalg, in the air, and in 
the arrow poison of certain savages in 
the New Hebrides, who obtain it by smear- 
ing the arrow heads with dirt from crab 
holes in the swamps. 

In human beings tetanus shows from 
three to fourteen days after inoculation, 
or wound. In mice, guinea pigs, rabbits, 
rats, horses, goats and a number of other 
animals, innoculations of pure tetanus bacil- 
lus cause typical tetanus after an incuba- 
tion of from one to three days. 

A mere trace, only as much as remains 
clinging to a platinum needle, is often suf- 
ficent to kill very susceptible animals like

mice and guinea pigs. Other animals re- 
quire a larger amount. Birds are but little 
susceptible, and fowls scarcely at all. It 
is a fact that an amount of toxin suf- 
ficient to kill a hen would suffice to kill 
500 horses. 

The bacilli of tetanus are apparently more 
numerous in certain localities than in oth- 
ers—for example, some parts of Long 
Island and New Jersey, which have become 
notorious for the number of cases of 
tetanus caused by small wounds—but they 
are very generally distributed. 

Man and almost all domestic animals are 
subject to tetanus. On examination of an 
infected individual very little local evi- 
dence of the disease can be discovered. 
Generally at the point of infection, if there 
is an external wound, some pus is to be 
seen, in which tetanus bacilli may be 
found. 


Tetanvs antitoxin is developed in the 
same manner as the diphtheria antitoxin—by 
inoculating the tetanus toxin in increasing 
doses into horses. After ten or fifteen days 
the culture fluid fs filtered through por- 
celain, and the germ-tree filtrate is used for 
the inoculations. In five days the initial 
dose of toxin given the horse is doubled, 
and then every five or seven days larger 
amounts are given. The dose ‘is increased 


as rapidly as the horse can stand it. After 
some months of this treatment the blood of 
the horse contains the antitoxin in suffi- 
cient amount for therapeutic use, When 
the animals’ temperatures are normal, and 
when they have recovered from the dose of 
toxin last given, they are bled into sterile 
flasks and the serum collected. 

The prevalence of tetanus usually moves 
in waves. After any great celebration, in- 
volving the use of firearms and powder, we 
find many cases of tetanus. In New York 
City there are usually fifteen to thirty cases 
following every Fourth of July. Most of 
them are cause by infection through 
blank cartridge wounds. 

Recovery may follow from the ordinary 
symptomatic treatment. Lambert states that 
in a total of 114 cases of this disease treated 
with antitoxin there was a mortality of 
40.35 per cent. Of these 47 were acute cases— 
that is, cases with an incubation period of 
eight days or less and with rapid onset, or 
cases with a longer period of incubation, 
but intensely rapid onset of symptoms; of 
these the mortality was 74.46 per cent. Of 
the chronic type—those with an incubation 
period of nine days or more, or those with 
shorter incubation with slow onset—there 
were 61 cases, with a mortality of 16.89 per 
cent.

The iast person to undergo an adventure of this sort was Dr. Megareus, a 
young Greek physician, who last year barely escaped with his life from the hands 
of some particularly daring outlaws. The doctor's capture, of which he gives the 
following vivid account, took place in Macedonia. 


By DR. MEGAREUS. 


ATHENS, Greece, Nov. 16 
Y HOME has been for 10 years in 
M Kirk-Kilesse, Macedonia, where |! 
have acted as chief interpreter for 
the French political agency of the town in 
addition to practicing my profession. 

Every afternoon about sunset it was my 
practice, until a year ag®, to take a short 
horseback ride into the country, returning 
at nightfall. On July 17, 1890, I followed my 
usual custom and rode toward the village 
of Heraklitza. I[ had ridden for about an 
hour and was not more than a mile distant 
from the village when the dark figure of a 
man came from behind a rock and seizing 
my horse's bridle with his left hand, point- 
ed the barrel of a revolver at me with his 
right. 

Before [ could recover from the shock 
five more savage-looking ruffians, ali un- 
masked, pressed around me. 

“Get down,’ commanded the first man in 
the Bulgarian tongue. 

“Why?" I asked. 

For answer two of the men caught me 
and pulled me off the saddle roughly. As 
| stepped on the ground I struck with my 
fist a particularly ugly looking villain, who 
fell to the ground. Taking advantage of 
the momentary confusion I gave a great 
leap backward and getting clear of the 
group, ran for my life. But I was closely 
chased for a few minutes and recaptured 
by a man who appeared to be the leader of 
the party, beaten Mm the face and kicked 
in the sides. Then my hands were tied be- 
hind me and I was ordered to move along 
slowly. In this fashion I was led at a slow 
pace about two and a half miles to the east 
of Herdklitza, when a rest was ordered. 
Here the brigands formed a circle and 
talked animatedly to each other, but in 
low whispers. 

A few moments later the leader came and 
told me that I was detained for ransom, as- 
suring me that I would undergo no mal- 
treatment if I kept quiet. He asked me to 
write a letter to my family, telling them 
to get ready the sum of $20,000. 

I protested, explaining that neither I nor 
all my relatives together could collect 
among them such a large sum of money, 
and that the most they could send would be 
$1500. The brigands refused to believe me, 
however, and forced me to write the letter. 

After'it was placed in an envelope two of 
the party took hold of my hands. One of 
them pricked me in the hand with a small 
knife. With the blood thus obtained the 
leader wrote in Bulgarian the letters ‘’B. 
**Bulgaria-Macedo- 


nia,’’ on the back of the eavelope. A shep- 
herd left immediately on feot to deliver the 
letter, 

Then I was made to walk in the group 
they had formed, with my hands still tied 
behind me, while a cord which passed 
twice round the knot was firmly held by 
one of the ruffians. 

We walked briskly during the whole of 
that night, and at dawn I wag told that I 
might rest. 

I noticed that two of the party were sta- 
tioned at high points in order to give the 
alarm in case a pursuing party came in 
sight. They were supplied with fieldglasses 
and were instructed to discharge thir rifles 
once every half hour. 

Meanwhile I lay on the bare earth to 
sleep, with a stone as a substitute for a 
plllow. 

I slept at Jast, but awoke two hours cr 8,» 
later, — with fear and burning with 
fever. 1¢ «6«Of «€6the :«€brigands offered me 
some water and some pilis of compressed 
quinine. This had the effrct of sending 
me off to sleep again. 1 awoke a few hours 
later slightly better but utterly exhausted. 

All that day until dusk we remained at 
‘hat same place. We had something to eat 
at midday and at.about 7 p. m. we had 
some French coffee served from a single 
big cup which we in turn filled and handed 
round. The watch had been changed every 
three hours. The discharging of the sentry's 
guns went on regular’y every half hour, 

About 8 p. m. we were again ready for 
another night's jorrney. 

The road fed al-~s beside the mountains. 
nearly always ascending. Our progress was 
often impeded by huge rocks and narrow 
paths on the edges of crevasses. All my 
companions were apparently accomplished 
mountaineers, as they guided my §inex- 
perienced steps with great skill. 

We gained the outskirts of a village early 
the next morning. Here we remained en- 
camped in a hidden spot on the side of a 
nill for three days and nights, getting fresh 
meat regularly and plentifully, but how I 
did not know. 


On July 21 the brigands compelled me to 
write a second letter to my people, urging 
them to make haste about the money, as 
my captors intended to begin mutilating 
me if they did not receive the ransom with- 
in a week. In vain again did I plead that 
they were dclaying the payment, as the 
sum was too large. 

Nevertheless I was forced to sign the 
letter, which was again sealed, marked and 
sent in the same way as the first. 

As I afterward learned, immediately upon 


receiving the second and more. strongly 


worded letter “iy relatives managed to bor. 
row $4000. They sent this to Zara Valkeni, 
through the French agent in Kirk-Kilissc, 
to whom I owe an eternal debt of gratitude 
for the great interest he took in the affair 
and for his energy in collecting the amount 
borrowed, $1900 of which was given by him- 
self. 

At Zaza the bearers of the ransom were 
met by a messenger and conducted to a 
place near the camp where I was held cap- 
tive. 

Immediately everything was astir in the 
camp. All was hastily put in order, the 
rifles were got ready, as if we were going 
“to set forth again on a journey. Then the 
messenger and two of the brigands were 
told to bring the bearers of the money to 
the camp blindfolded and unarmed. 

The two messengers were placed between 
a brigand and a peasant, while the second 
ruffian followed with a cocked revolver in 
his hand. When they were a short distance 
from the camp the captain advanced to 
meet them, saluting, and saying that his 
patience was neariy exhausted. 

Thereupon the bag containing the money 
was handed over to him. He examined it 
and his dark and malignant eyes flashed 
with anger. Then he collected the coins, 
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NE of the boldest cases of brigand-kidnaping

nut them into the bag again and handed 
them back. 

‘Keep your money,” he said. “I keep my 
prisoner, and if in the course of another 
week you don't complete the sum I prom- 
ise to invite you to this burial service.” 

My friends explained that if he insisted 
upon his cruel] determination he would only 
proveke the wrath of God, as no means 
were possible for the collection of spch a 
large sum from a family so poor. 

Slowly he calmed down, and my friends 
succeeded in convincing him that by re- 
fusing the money and killing me he would 
be working greatly to his own disadvantage. 

So I regained my freedom on Monday. 
July @. I returned to my home and chil- 
dren in a very exhausted condition. 

Of the six brigands two were Armenians 
and the others Bulgarians. Two of the Bul- 
garian party appeared to me to be officers 
of the Bulgarian army in the pay,of the 
committee. 

Though saved from the brigands I was 
completely ruined financially, being left 
with a debt of about $4500. 

I trust, however, that the French Em- 
hassy at Constantinople will succeed in in- 
ducing the Porte to render me the amount 
which I lost, owing to the absolute lack of 
public safety.

Post-Dispatch, is as follows: 


By M. RAYMOND. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 1 


Y capture by brigands took place in 
Mi August, 1892. 


I was managing a wine business 
at Omeurdja, a few miles from Rodosto, on 
the northern. shore of the sea of Marmora, 
and was sitting at work in my office when 
fix outlaws entered. 

They were all dressed in the fustanetla or 
Greek kilt, 
armed with rifles of different pattern, The 
chief was a man of about 4 and the others 
from 25 to 35 years did. 

‘“‘Do not move or speak,’’ threatened one 
of the men coming towards me. 

I sprang up: He had his Martini rifle 
pointed in my direction. I seized the barrel 
and tried to turn it against himself. 

A blow sent me staggering back against a 
cupboard. 

A bottle of cognac fell on my head with 
a crash and, at the same instant, the 
brigand struck me heavily on the head with 
the butt of his rifle, bringing me to the 
ground, 

T'was deéply gashed and the blood spurted 
over my face. You can still see the large 
scar reathing down to my forehead. 

Then they tied my hands, and after bind- 
ing up my wound, marched me off. My 
confidential servant, who was armed with a 
revolver, had bolted at the first moment. 
The other workmen about the place, some 
60 in number, Greek peasants of the neigh- 
borhood, simply stood and looked on, as if 
nothing very unusual were happening. My 
assistant, a compatriot of mine, who haa 
had the good sense to offer no resistance, 
was made prisoner at the same time. 

The chief of the band tore a sheet of 
paper out of one of my registers and bade 
me write to the French embassy at Con-

stantinople and say that I was captured 
and that if a ransom of $5000 was not paid 
promptly | should be put to death. .They 
then released my assistant in order tha‘ 
he might convey the letter. 

For the next four days, or rather nights, 
I did harder walking than ever in my life 
before or since. We made forced marches 
by night and lay hidden from dawn till 
nightfall. One night's march in a direct 
course would have sufficed to get us to tie 
mountains, but we had to avoid the vil- 
lages. I walked in the center, with a bri- 
gand on either side of me. The guide kept 
always at icast a half mile ahead, and he 
indicated the route by leaving stones or 
branches es he went. I had only a thin 
summer suit on me as I slept and one of 
the brigands threw his large mantle over 
me to shelter me. 

They also dressed my wound with skill, 
and in a few days I shook off the fever. 
sut | was utterly miserable with the hard- 
Ship and privation. Our only food was 
wheat mashed up into a paste and warmed, 
an indigestible mixture: Fresh water we 
found in the sireams. 


When we reached the mountains I hoped 
for rest and relief. But we were relentless- 
ly kept on the march, doing on the averag 
25 miles every night. 

In the daytime we coneealed ourselves 
among the trees, and when not sleeping 
played cards—a Greek game named sgam- 
bil, which I knew, and in which I took a 
hand. Fortunately the brigands had car- 
ried away from Omourdja about 20 pougds 
of my tobacco, which was divided equally 
between the seven of us. It was the only 
consolation I had. I smoked incessantly. 

In the meantime I was never allowed out 
of my captors’ sight. It was impossible to 
go even 20 paces from the camp without 
having an armed brigand told off to stand 
guard. over me. They carried their precau- 
tions, indeed, to a ludicrous extent.

In the evening, before starting, the brig- 
ands collected all the cigarette butts and 
other traces of our stay, and buried them, 
then swept the place with a branch and 
covered any marks in the ground with 
stones, so as t» defy detection by the Turk- 
ish police. 

I was myself in as much fear of the 
Turkish troops or police as the brigands. 

As I afterward learned, the French am- 
bassador had caused the general pursuit 
to be stopped immediately on receiving my 
letter; had obliged the Turkish government 
to pay at once the $5000 demanded, and had 
sent one of the French consular dragomans 
with the ransom to Rodosto, which was the 
nearest town to my supposed place of con- 
cealment. 

Our late guide now served as interme- 


diary and I had to resort to ruse to arrange 
for the payment. of the ransom, in order to 
avoid dangerous interference on the part of 
the Turkish police. 

[ accordingly sent amessage to a friend 
in Rodosto, explaining the position to him. 
He went to the consulate and everything 
was prepared for effecting my random. ‘The 
dragoman set out as if he were going on a 
shooting expedition in the mountains, tak- 
ing with him the canvass of the consulate, 
a Montenegrin, who carried the gold hidden 
in a belt round his body. On the following 
day the eighteenth day after my being 
taken prisoner, my ransomers reached the 
appointed place and counted out the money 
to the captain of the band. The brigands 
ther. made me swear that I would bear them 
no i)l-will and do them no harm, whereupon 


I was graciously set ar rberty, but in & 
frightfully weak and exhausted condition, 
The captain made us a present of £16 — 
for our traveling experises, (<= , 

About half way back to Redosto. we tell is 
with a Turkish patrol, who promptiy seized 
vs, as we had no teskeres (permits for 
traveling), and refused to accept my exe 
planation. — = 

They bound our hands and treated us 
most roughly. I was enraged and called 
the chief of the squad a dog. whereupos 
one of thé men from behinc knocked me 
over with a kick. I saw there was nothing 
to do but submit patiently. 

We were thus led back to Rodosto, where 
on our identity being established, the au- 
thorities apologized for their mistake in 
arresting us.

HE chief topic of interest in Jackson 
County, Ill., today is the treasure of 
Swallow Rock. All the county knows 

about it; half the people are talking about 
it, men are hunting for it every day, the 
divining rod. dynamite and the pick and 
shovel are all busy at Swallow Rock and 
every time’ a,man climbs out of the Big 
Muddy Bluffs ‘to’ the habitable highway he 
is greeted with an eager volley of: 

“Did you get it?’’ 

The Swallow. Rock country is down here 
where the reputation of Illinois as a prairie 
suffers a great fall. It is too rough for even 
@ good 614 game of blind man’s bluff. There 
are hills, hollows, cliffs and caves. It is 
primitive, wiid and sparsely peopled. _ Tra- 
dition hangs about it like a charming halo, 
and it ts so full of’ wild cats that every big 
and lttle;dog in the hills wears slits in 
his ears and trots along exactly under the 
center of his master’s cart. 

It 1s 12 miles to Murphysboro, and a like 
distance to Alto Pass. The Big Muddy 
sweeps the foot hills and joins the Mis- 
sissippi at‘Grand Tower, six miles west. It 
is just the place for'treasure, for the iron 
pot tale and the ghost of the cavalier. Its 
isolation wouid delight a Stevenson; its 
caves would.charm a Capt. Kidd; there are 
such rare nooks and:corners for hiding as 
no. Pizarrd would overlook, and mystery 
and legend.are as apropos here as rabbit- 
ear shadows in a graveyard at night. 

This is the-story witich has made the en- 
tire: population an army of treasure hunt- 
ers: 

In the Swallow Rock is a sealed cave. In 
this sealed cave-are pots of gold. It was 
placed there 300 years ago by Spanish ad- 
venturers,; who were sore pressed by the 
Indians of the Southwest and took refuge in 
the rough. country back of Grand Tower. 
They established a stronghold in the rocks, 
and dispatched messengers to the Gulf of 
Mexico for aid.. To secure their treasure

The settlers in the neighborhood took up 
the search where the Spaniards had aban- 
doned it. They hammered and hammered 
the solid cliff, seeking sound that would lo- 
cate thé sealed cave. They cleaned = out 
crevices and rolled away boulders. Like 
nimble gatherers of the edelwiess, they 
scaled high cliffs and went up and down 
upon ropes and vines. But never a pot of 
gold did they find. Their children did it 
all over again, and never a thing did they 
find. Then the granchildren, thinking their 
ancestors less cunning than they, took a 
new whirl at it. 


The cliffs have been hammered and hunt- 
ed enough; black powder and dynamite 
have hurled huge boulders of limestone 
down the hills, and the dynamiters have 
hurried up after each charge in a hope to 
see the open entrance to the sealed cave. 
Heavy timbers have been put in where 
there was danger of rocks falling in on the 
workmen 

Tie whole level, at the foot of the bluffs, 
s a tenting ground for the treasure hunters, 
and everywhere are the ashes of their 
camps. There are inscriptions in rock that 
date back three-quarters of a century. 

No searchers have won a reward. 
and dollars enough have been wasted. But 
a,faith in a treasure is a faith by itself, 
and the treasure hunting at Swallow Rock 
goes ON. 

Treasure hunting is the chief outdoor pas- 
time over here in the hills of the Big Mud- 
dy. The good fellow of Murphysboro or 
Alto Pass doesn’t invite his friends to go 
fishing or hunting with him, but says: 

‘Boys, let's go to Swallow Rock and take 
«a whirl at the pesetas!”’ 

So, away they go. They carry a ladder, 
lunch baskets, picks and shovels.

James Reeder, who was one of the treasure 
hunting party of a week ago, took me 
there. He showed me the cliffs and the 
caves.

He took me to the 
new cave and showed me the scene of the 
highest hopes of Davidson and Bowser. He 
took me to the carved rock, and showed 
me the sign of the cross. The search had 
been going on for years and years. The 
proofs of this were everywhere. In one 
crevice there was a heavy timber that par- 
ticularly impressed me with the earnestness 
of the workers. It had been placed to se- 
cure a huge boulder threatening the work- 
man in the crevice.

The cave which Bowser and Davidson 
have recently discovered is half Way up a 
hundred-foot cliff.

The 
entrance is not easily seen to be a cave 
mouth, looking more like a fissure in the 
rocks. In this place I found fresh diggings 
of the treasure hunters. They had worked 
up into the cave with ladders, and had 
struck In one of the chambers a wall of 
what appeared to them to be pilaster or ce- 
ment.

Louis Enterprise 


in the Klondike and Novel Condi- 


tions of Mining 


ILLIAM NORTHROP arrived in St. 

Louis last week from Dawson, 

Yukon Territory, after three and @ 

half years in the Kiondike that yielded an 

aggregate clean-up of one ton troy of 
virgin gold. 

Approximately, this was worth $40,000, 
his efforts being gross returns of, more than 
$100,000 a The net earnings, how- 
ever, are not so great, the cost of mining 


being deducted. 

Mr. Northrop, who is a young man and 
a nephew of the late Jay Gould, went to 
the Klondike early in 1898 from New York, 
via St. Louls. He was capitalized for the 
expedition by hiv elder brother, Reid Nortli- 
rop of 432 Westminster place, St. Louis, 
president of the American Refrigerator 
Transit Co. The elder brother made it 
possible fer the younger to try his luck 
in the new gold fields, and the younger 
man’s pluck, perseverance and judgment 
brought success to the expedition. 

This may be called, therefore, a St. Louls 
mining success. No St. Louis party has 
succeeded so well In the Klondike as this. 
Success, however, came only through per- 
eistent effort and close attention to de- 
(ail. And it came because the promoter of 
the enterprise had sufficient capital to en- 
gineer the work properly and upon a scale 
commensurate with the requirements of 
guccess in the Klondike. z 

Mr. Northrop, in‘an interview with the 
Bunday Post-Dispatch, gives many facts and 
figures enlarging upon these changed condl- 
tions and detailing, from the viewpoint of 
@ successful miner, the past, present and 
future of the region, with some advice as 
to investments and the proper method of 
mining with profit.

HEN I went into the Klondike re- 

gion in 1898 I was well-equipped for 

a sustained effort in gold mining. 

I had two guides, a civil engineer, a hy- 
draulic engineer, nine workmen, twelve 
horses and provisions and provender for the 
entire party, man and beast, for two years. 

Going in now it would not be necessary to 
take an ounce of food or fodder. Such 
things may be bought in Dawson cheaper 
than they can be bought in the states and 
taken in by the miner. a, 

The completion of the telegraph line will 
help to hold down prices of provisions in 
Dawson, for the miners can find out the Chi- 
cago market quotations, and, thus informed, 
be on their guard against being charged ex- 
orbitant rates. 

I went in over the White Pass, afoot, with 
sleds and pack horses. Native dogs in those 
days did most of the freighting. Now the 
dogs ate almost eliminated from the service. 
The railroad running over the White Pass 
carries the freight and the boats take it 
on into Dawson. 

We went across Lake Bennett, Tagish 
Lake and Lake Marsh to within 2 miles of 


yoar. 


‘White Horse Rapids, where we whipsawed 


lumber by hand and built a big scow, in 
which we went through Miles Canon and 
White Horse Rapids, in Fifty-Mile river, 
without accident. 


in These Parts. 


We arrived at Dawson June ll, finding 
primitive conditions. Now there are two 
daily newspapers, at $40 a year, comfortable 
hotels, two banks, brick bulldings and many 
other evidences of the old civilization. 

We have four mining properties, all on 
Bonanza creek, wthin three miles. They 
are about 12 miles from Dawson. The Mag- 
net miné I bought for $1000. It has yielded 
about $100,000 in gold dust. It was bought 
on a chance. Four other claims, which I 
had an opportunity to buy fer $4500, have 
ylelded hundreds of thousands each. 

All the mining now being done in 
Kiondike is placer mining.. And yet 
sink shafts and drift. The gold is in the 
gravel beds. down near the bedrock. We 
must dig down to this and windlass up the 
pay dirt. 

When the snow melts in the spring and 
summer we wash out the gold by sluicing. 
It is free gold, nuggets and dust. 

Hereafter, however, it will not be all 
placer work. There will be much of quartz 
mining. There is a great deal of develop- 
ment work in quartg now in prospect. The 
greatest difficutly the quartz miners have to 
contend with Is the growth of goss which 
covers up all croppings of quartz. 

Many quartz claims are being developed. 
Several stamp mills were sent in last sum- 
mer and will be {n operation this winter. 

The development of the quartz miring 
will give the camp a very long life and 
great stability. 

Even in placer mining we have plants 
much larger and more important than Is 
generally supposed. No. 2, on Bonanza 
creek, next to Discovery claim, has a long 
tramway for hauling the dirt to the sluices 
and a big viaduct to conduct the water, 
which is pumped from under ground. 

Methods of placer mining have changed 
materially since the early days of the 
camp. As is well known, the gold is in the 
frozen gravel, down near the bedrock. We 
must dig down wig 49. for the pay dirt. 
Shafts.as deep as 2 eet have been sunk, 
and the freeze has been found to extend 
that far down and still farther. Most of the 
bedrock, however, ds at a much shallower 
depth. 

At first we built fires in the drift and let 
them burn over night to thaw out the 
gravel. Next day we were able to dig out 
the gravel that had thawed over night. But 
this process was slow and tedious. Another 
difficulty was that the men were frequently 
overcome by carbonic acid gas and we had 
to hoist them out with the windlass. 

We put in steam thawers. These are sim- 
ple boilers from which steam is pressed 
through pipes to any desired point in the 
mine. Each pipe is provided with a metal 
point that drills into the frozen gravel. 
It is left in there to sweat all night. With 
forty or fifty of these pipes and points in 
use at once, a large amount of gravel may 
be thawed in a night. The steam from each 
pipe will thaw about six feet in and a 
diameter of six feet. 

The first boilers or steam thawers we in- 
troduced were of three, four and five horse- 
power. Now we have them of 30, 40 and bw 
horsepower. The first ones cost $100 per 
horsepower, besides the immense cost of the 
freighting: Today a 40 horsepower boiler 
can be bought at from $1800 to $2000. 

The pulsometer pump is used to some ex- 
tent in mining. This is termed “hot hy-

draulicing.”’ It ig really a bilge pump, thaw- 
ing by means of water at 70 or &0 degrees 

Wood is one of the costliest things we use 
in mining. It costs from $8 to $25 a cord, 
and is higher now than at first, for all the 
wood close to.the camps has been used up, 
and what we need now must be hauled four 
or five miles. My wood has me an 
average of $16 a cord—just what I get for 
an ounce of my gold. The wood is chiefly 
spruce. Much of it is used in walling the 
shafts and propping up in the drifts.

Labor cost $1 an hour or $10 
early period of the camp. It

At first we paid a 10 per cent 
the crown on all gold, gross output. There 
was an exemption of $2500 on each claim. 
In 1889 the exemption was raised to $5000, 
and, in the spring of 1901, the royalty was 
cut to & per cent. We have hopes that it 
will be still farther reduced.

port tax of 2 or’ per cent. Then the mer- 
chants, as well as the miners, would bear a 
share of the burden. 

Our greatest problem is that of water. 
There is a good supply as long as the snow 
melts, but after that it must.be brought ar- 
tificially. ’ 

Many miners have put fn pumping plants 
that force the water 200 to 809 feet up to 
the hills.

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such big dumps that I knew nature would 
not provide water enough, so I sent-for a 
pumping plant. 

We were takings out 1300 wheelbarrows of 
pay dirt a day, excepting Sunday, during 
the summer, and had this to wash besides 
the dump created in winter. 

Freight from Seattle to Dawson costs 
from $150 to $200 a ton, and miners must 
pay from 2 to 10 cents a pound to have it 
carried from Dawson to cir camps. 

Food is much more reasonable now than 
at first. Eggs used to cost us $125 to $150 
a case of 30 dozen. Now they are only $5 
a case—iless than a dollar a dozen. We 
have fresh beef in the summer, and also 
fresh vegetables. Cauliflower, celerv, onions, 
radishes and potatoes are now grown in the 
Kiondike, though the season is but ten 
weeks. . 

Last winter we bouzht fresh beef at. 4 
cents a pound. On the hoof, driven in, it

Dr. Sabouraud lays stress upon the ne- 
eessity for having a good doctor apply 
these remedies, for he has discovered that 
there are two kinds of skins, the delicate 
end the robust, one capable of treatment 
by strong medicaments and the other need- 
ing much weaker treatment. . 

One of the leading authorities upon this 
subject in America is Dr. George Thomas 
Jackson, chief of clinic and instruction in 
the school of dermatology at the New York 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, and 
aguthor of several dermatological books. 

In a recent publication Dr. Jackson as- 
serts that one of the most frequent causes 
of baldness 1s sweating of the head, either 
spontaneously or because of hot and un- 
ventilated head covering. He believes stiff 
and unyielding hats a certain cause of 
baldness. When a hat is first put on it 
feels extremely uncomfortable upon the 
‘ead. It causes perspiration to break out 
ander the hat. But after the hat has been 


” worn a while. the head ceases to perspire. 


This se ordinarily heralded as a 
good sign; the head has become used to the 
hat, but it is really a very bad sign, 
for the hat has compressed the arteries 
supplying the scalp with nourishment, and 
the microbes of baldness will soon be rang- 
ing the scalp, seeking what hair roots they

In my experience there are more bald 
heads in the Middle West and the South- 
west than in the East. This does not bear 
out Lord Ronald Gower’s assertion that 
the high hat is the cause of baldnéss. 

The direct and most fruitful cause of 
baldness is seborrhoea—fat flowing—which 
is a hyper-secretion of the sebaceous 
giands. A normal flow of oil from the 
sebaceous glands is necessary to the health 


men, while baldness is general. After youth 
nine men out of ten become bald. 

The paralysis or deterioration of the 
nerves and blood vessels of the scalp often 
produce logs of hair, sométimes in the most 
inexplicable manner. . I remember in stu- 
dent days of a German student who in a 
corps duel was struck on the forehead with 
a schlager. The hair on that side of his 
head fell out, leaving him perfectly baid 
for a time. The hair grew out again after 
the wound healed. In my own practice I 
recall the case of a child who was struck 
on the head with a stone. It this instance 
the scalp in the vicinity of the wound was 
completely denuded of hair. In both in- 
stances it was probably the result of dead- 
ened nerves. ) 

Severe fevers generally result in complete 
or partial baldness for a time, the hair 
growing out again upon the return of 
health. This is due to general debility and 
malnutrition. The state of health haz 


much to do with the vigor of the scalp and 
the growth of the hair. 

The most general cause of baldness, how- 
ever, is a parasite that destroys the fol- 
licles of the hair. Seborrhoea, the cause 
of dandruff, {s very prevalent... Dandruff 
is death to hair. There are two kinds of se- 
borrhoea, sicca and oleosa. Seborrhoea sicca 
is, as its name signifies, dry and produces 
dandruff; the other, seborrhoea oleosa, is 


the olly form of the same disease. Both are 
equally fatal to the growth of hair and 
the health of the scalp. 


The /American habit of wearing hats in- 
doors and the superheated air of office 
buildings and houses caused by the use of 
steam and hot air for heating purposes 
are causing bald heads continually. The 
extreme dryness and the lack of ventila- 
tion destroy the natural oily exudations 
of the hair and cause it to die just as 
plants die of extreme heat and no mois- 
ture. Excessive shampooing with alkali 
soaps kills: hair quite as fast as lack of 
cleanliness in this respect. The one de- 
prives the hair of its natural food, the 
oil; the other clogs up the sources of this 
food, and starves it. : 


But climate has much to do with the re- 
tention or loss of hair. Our dry western 
air is not as conducive to rapid and vigor- 
ous hirsute growth as that of the moister 
atmosphere of England, for instance. There

The trees are planted closely to insure a 


spindling growth, without lateral branches. 


The plant will grow from seed; in such a 
climate there is no difficulty about getting 
things to.grow, but experience has shown 
that better results follow the planting of 
twigs from the sturdier wild trees. 

In about three years from planting the 
tree will be in the best condition for the 
cloth makers. In that time it will attain 
a height of 12 feet or more, and the trunk 
will have a uniform diameter of rather less 
than two inches. About four feet of the 
trunk is waste, and not available for tho 
particular purpose for which the tree ts 
grown. The first two feet from the base 
are too tough to work well, and the two 
feet at the top are too soft. If the tree is 
properly grown and left to mature there 
will be available for the clothmaker a 
stick of eight feet in the clear, and as 
straight as a measuring rod, without knots 
or branches, and of uniform girth through- 
out. 

When a woman has chopped down as 
many of these saplings as she can carry, 
she hastens to her home, for if the sap is 
allowed to sour it will prove.an effective bar 
to the making of any cloth from that bunch 
of raw material. In the heated air under 
the glowing sun of these islands the sour- 
ing of the sap may take place Ina. very 
short time after the tree is cut. 

As soon as a woman has brought down 
her faggots of-material her neighbors flock 
to hglp her in the next and immediately 
pressing process. The bark must’ be“re- 
moved from the wood, and that without de-
